But upon per- 
ufal, this proves as Frothy as the Title is fair ; and is much 
like a Bartholomew Fair Narrative at the outſide of a Booth, 
which gives a promifing and inviting Account of what's to 
be ſeen within : when alaſs, there's genre. op be found by 
thoſe that make the trial, belides Falſe Cards, Cogging Die,

The Preface. 


Controverfia! Narative-maker, who undertaking to repreſent . 


the State of the Controverſie, do's not take care to ſhew it 


as zt is, butas he wou'd have it thovght to be, And this, as 


far as concerns the Repreſexter, I intend to make appear. 
And Firſt, he makes his IntroduQtion by telling his Read- 
er, of the ſeveral TraQts put forth in the late King's time, 
to convince the Diſſenters of the little Reaſon they had to 
Separate from the Church of Exgland : and the manner this 
was done in, he ſays, was in the P/azneſt and meſt Inoffenſive 
manner they could, p::4. This, I ſuppoſe, he means of the 
Method and Stile in which thoſe Tracts were Penn'd, and ſo, 
for all as I know, there was Plain and Inoffenſive Writing ; 
but I would not have the Reader miſtake this his Plaiz and 
Tnoffenſive manner, for Plain dealing with the Diſſenters at 
that time, and inoffenſively treating them in order to their 
Converſion. For I remember, One Diſconrſe was then Pub- 
liſh'd, about a Scrupulons Conſcience, to reduce Diſſenters to 
the Obedience of the Church of Ezelazd, in which a fair 
Propoſal being made of many Doubts, the Author ſeem'd 
ready and willing to anſwer all farther Scruples that might 
ariſe, and give full Satisfaction. What more Plain and In- 
offenſive than this ? But mark the end on't. Within ſome 
Lime, an Azſwer was ſet forth by De Lauxe a Nonconformiſt 
Teacher ; and after ſo many Profeſſi.:ns of Moderation and 
Tenderneſs for Scrupulous Conſciences, what could he expe& 
but a Moderate and Inoffenſive Return ? But the next News 
was, that De Laune was in the Comprer, and ſoon after Pri- 
ſoner in Newgate. This was the manner of ſatisfying ſuch 
as would be troubleſom with their Scrupulous Conſcience, 
and moleſt the Charch-Guides with Enquiries, and puttin 
Objections. And yet our Controver ſie-Stazer ſers all this off 
with doing things in the Plazneſt and moſt Inoffenſovue manner 
they could, However, this was a Sure way ; for the Firſt An- 
{werer being thus obligd to look for his Satisfaftion 
Non, 
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Nengate, all the other Dz/courſes came out after this very cur- 

rantly, and ſcarce found any Bold enough to oppoſe them. 

Atter this he talks big of the Szcceſs the Church of England 
had by theſe Diſcourſes upon the Diſſexters ; and that their 
Churches were ſoon charg'd with Converts. Thus he tells his 
Story ; as if ail thoſe of Diſſenting Congregations, that came 
to Church at that time, had been brought thither by the 
Perſuaſion of thoſe Diſcourſes. Don't every body know, 
there were many other ſorts of Perſaaſives ar that time us'd, 
beſides thoſe Dzſcoxrſes ; and ſuch as were ſomething more 
Quick and Preſſing ? There were Perſuaſives by Writ, by 
Summons, by Seiſing of Gooas, by Impriſoning. by Starving, by 
ruinins Families, by making Orphans and Widows ; and *tis 
very probable, that theſe ſort of Perſuaſives ſent more to 
Church than the Diſcourſes : So that, by what I remember 
of thoſe Times, had not the Church of Exzgland taken the 
Laſh in hand, as well as the Pez, the Churches had conti- 
nu*d as empty as they areat this day. 

The Stater therefore of the Controverſie, to have gain'd 
himſelf the Reputation of a Fair-dealing and Honeſt Man, and 
to have made his Story, that follows, of the Papifts more cre- 

dible and free from all Suſpicion, ought to have begun more 
Modeſtly, and made his Narrative, as far as concern'd Di/- 
ſenters at leaſt, more exact; and not imposd upon his 
Readers with ſuch poor Shifts, in a Matter {o well known, ſo 
freſh in the memory of ſo many thouſands, whoſe Sufferings, 
yet viſible in their Families and Fortunes, wil not let the 
Truth be ſo eafily forgot, nor let him paſs for a True Stater 
of Controverſie, who thus tells the Story by halves. If he 
would have been thought Fair and Honeſt, he ought to have 
related the whole Truth, without Palliating or Comment, 
ſomething after this manner, viz, That the Church of En- 
gland ſome Years ſince publiſh'd ſeveral Diſcourſes, in the Plain- 


elt and moſt Inoftenſive manner they could, to ſhew Diſſ uy So 
how 
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how little cauſe they had to Separate from hey Communion + and 
at the ſame time (not to be wanting in any Means, that might be 
likely to work upon them) put the Penal Laws with great Severity 
in Execution againſt them, Diſturbing their Meetings, Impri- 
ſoning their Teachers, ſeiſing on thoſe that went to hear them ; 
ſending many to the Gaol, moleſting others with repeated Sum- 
mons from Doctors Commons, with a great deal more of this 
kind, of which the Addreſles, xow made to his Majeſty for his 
Gracious Indulgence, ſpeak pretty freely, and of which Per for 
mances I need not long inſiſt here, becauſe ſo many that bave either 
been Eye-witneſſes, or had a feeling ſhare in them, are able to give 
a larger Account of them from their own knowledge. But as to 
the Succeſs Theſe Means had upon the Mixds of many, -we that 
live here obſerv/d, that Our Churches were much more charg?d 
than before, and many declar'd themſelves abundantly ſatisfi*d : 
but whether this Good Effect proceeded from Our Donrks, or 
the Severity we w'a, we will not be poſitive to determine ; it 
being wiry likely (fer ſuch is the Frailty of wicked Man) that 
more were frighted aud whipt to Church, than came thither by 
the force of our Reaſoning ard Diſcourſes. If he had drawn 
up his Relation ſomething after this manner, he had cer- 
tainly won the good Opinion of all his Readers for his Ho- 
aeſty and Fair-dealixg ; but to tell us of drawing Diſſentersto 
Church with Di/conrſes without a word of the Whip, is not 
like an FHozeſt Starter, nor do's it ſavour too much of the D:/- 
creet : For tho? ſuch kind of dealing out of Relations by Tale 
and by Scraps, might be paſs'd off well enough in a Matter 
beyond our Memory and of an older date, as of the Council 
of Trext, of Lateran, of Pope Gregory, &c. yet to come thus 
with Half Stories ina Concern of yeſterday ; which tha? juſt 
out of ſight, is yet very ſenſible in the Parſes and Fortunes 
of many, is too confidently to preſume upon Readers, and to 
take them either for very Credn/ozs or very Stupid, to think to 
paſs thison them for the True Srate of the Thing, 
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Having thus, like a Tr#e Stater, made his Introdudtion 
with the Concern of Dzſſexters ; He now turns dis Diſcourſe 
to the Buſineſs of the Papiſts ; and tells how his Church-of- 
England men publiſh'd ſeveral Tracts upon the principal 
Points of Ditterence between them and the Papi/ts. Bur in 
this part of the Narratzve, we bear not one word of the Plain 
and Inoffeuſive manner of Performance, He was too conſci- 
ous of the Scurrilows and Bitter Spirit, with which ſome of 
them were Penn'd : That One againft Trarſubtantiation is 
Inſtance enough ; which treating of a Subject, in which ſo 
many Learned and Vertuous Men of the Chriſtian World are 
nearly concern'd, comes ſo thick with his Phraſes of Inpu-. 
dence, Nouſenſe, Monſtrous Stupidity, Legerdemain, Juglin 
Tricks, Impoſture, Hocwus-porus, a Cheat, Senſeleſs and Fooliſh 
Dofrin; that 'tis neither Czvi/, Scholar-like, nor Chriſtian ; 
and js much fitter to exalperate than to reclaimany ſuppoſed 
tobe in Error. Neither have we here News of any Succeſs. 
theſe Diſcourſes had upon the Parties delign'd, or that the 
Churches were now throng'd with Converts, For I never 
heard of any they made. Neither indeed could it be ratio- 
nally expeCted, that thoſe, who with a Chriſtian Reſolution 
had ſtood the Shock but Three Years before of a moſt Cruel 
Perſecution, of being forc'd out of their Houſes, of being ex- 
pos'd to the Mercy of a Barbarous Rabble, of Chains, of Ba- 
niſhment, and of Mercenary Villains ; and choſe rather to 
forego all the Intereſt and Covenience of Human Life, than 
joyn with a Schiſmatic Congregation. ſhould be afterwards 
brought to Church by a Few Empty D!/courſes ; which, ma- 
king no more Converts, than they deſerv'd, made, as Ican 
hear of, none at all. 

But the Church Divines had not finiſh*d this their Under- 
taking, when the UnexpeCted Death of our late Royal So- 
vereign brake their Meaſures ; and thereiore for the future 


.reſolving to be only on the Defexfive Side, they publiih'd no 
| more: 
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more Diſcoxrſes, being in expeRation what Attacks Thoſe 

of the Catholic Communion would make upon them. When 

behold after ſome Months came forth a Book Entitled, 4 

Papiſt Miſrepreſented and Repreſented, which has made no 

little Noiſe, ſays our Stater, all over the Kingdom. Thus he 

relates, as he pretends, the matter of Fat, p. 4. & 8. And , 

herethe Reader may ſee the Confidence of & Man, who by 

this way of telling his Story,makes me the Hggreſſor, pretend- 

ing that his Divines forſooth deſign*d nothing but Peace, had 

laid down their Controverſial Arms and in ſilence were wait- 

ing to ſee, whether the Gentlemen ofthe Roman Communion 

would make any Attacks upon them. And that in this Quiet 

the Catholics broke the Peace, and began the Diſpute by pub- 

liſhing the þ £e Miſrepreſented. &c. Now how falſe this is, I 

appeal toall the Honeſt Bookſellers in Town to Declare, who 

upon RecolleQion will find, that this Book was not publiſh*d , 

till after the Adjourning of the Firſt Sitting of Parliament n. 

1685. and thatat the Opening that Parliament the Afſault 

was given by Dr. Sherlock in his Sermon before the Two 

Houſes, in which he made thoſe ſevere and bold RefleQtions, 

upon the Catholics, fit not only for the exaſperating that great 

Tribunal againſt them, after the Old P/orting-way ; bur like- 

wile being as Provoking and open a Defiance againſt them, 

as could well be expeCted at that time from a Modeſt Man. 

And yet notwithftanding this ſc public a Provocation given 

tothe Catholzcs, before ever this Book was publiſh*d, yet they I © 

are here ſet forth as Aggreſſors, and Diſturbers of that Quiet ET 

which was deſign*d by the Szarer's Peaceable Divines. But HE 

what. was moſt ſurpriſing to the Controverſial Divines, 

it ſeems, was, that in this Book there was not the leaſt Notice ; 

zaken of thoſe Diſcourſes now mentiond, and not long before pub- | | 

liſh*d in behalf of the Church of England againſt the Church of | 

Rome. And to ſpeak the Truth, It muſt needs be a matter t | 

of Surpriſe to any unprejudic'd Man, to ſee, when Catholrcs 
had 
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had now a Prince of their own Communion, and might rea- 
ſonably expe& his Royal Favor and Protection, that after - 
they had for ſome Years moſt wrongfully ſuffer'd under un- 
juſt Calumnies both in their Lives, Faith and Reputation, in 
pr moting and encouraging which, the Divires 1n their Ser- 
2201s aud Books had greatly contributed, that notwithſtand- 
ing all this, I ſay, and many other Ab»ſive Refl:ions in the 
now mention'd Diſcourſes, they ſhould be contented to make 
no other Return, than in a Short, Moderate and Peaceable 
Tra&, to give an Accqunt of their Faith and Doi#rin, with- 
out any ſevere Word or Expreſſion init, or any Upbraiding 
of the Church of Exgland Drivines of the Miſchiets they ſuffer'd 
from their Hands. This, I don't queſtion, muſt- needs have 
been ſurpriſing, to ſuch eſpecially, who refleCted on the Fou/ 
and Horrid Idea had been imprinted in them of the Papiſts ; . 
to find them, after all that Outcry and Noiſe, of ſo Moderate 
and Chriſtiana Temper, as to riſe thus from under Perſecution, 
not in the Spirit of Bzzrerneſs and Revenge , but of Meekneſs 
and Charity; not inveighing againſt their Neighbor, but 
contented to let their only Vindication be, - The Shewing 

themſelves. | 
And yet to be plain, Ibelieve the Szazer is out here, in pre- 
tending ſo general a Surpriſe from the finding no mention of 
thoſe Diſcourſes in this Firſt Book publiſh'd in behalf of the 
Carholics, nor any Appearance in it of an Axſwer to them. 
For this Surpriſe could be only to ſome Half-witted Men, 
who read things without Underſtanding, and to whom Plain 
Senſe is a Riddle.” For any others, tho? but of Moderate Parts, 
might eaſily diſcern, that tho? there was no expreſs mention 
of thoſe Diſcourſes publiſh*'d juſt before by the Church of 
England Divixes.; yet that there was ſcarce any Controverſial 
Point or Matter of Moment in them, but what was Spoke to, 
and Open'd in this One Little Traff, And if the Stater will 
but take the Pains to read over . Liſt he has given us E 
thoſe 
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thoſe Diſcourſes, and compare them with the Chapters of 

that Treatiſe, he may find them all there ſpoke to as to the 

Subſtance, and ſomething to ſpare. And therefore, if we 

may judge from the Sentiments of Men at that time ; the 

True Reaſon of the Surpriſe, was not, as is pretended, be- 

cauſe in the Papi Miſe ented and 099mg there was 

»9 Anſwer to thoſe Diſcourſes ; *But becaule in ſo /z#tle Room, 

and fo Plain a Method, there was enough to Anſwer not only 

thoſe Diſcomſes, but a great part of the Books and Sermons 

that had ever been Writ or Preach'd againſt the Catholics. 

There were laid open all the little Tricks and Artifices, by 

which the Papiſts are moſt injurioufly made the Obje& of 
lar Contempt and Scorn : There *twas ſeen, how often 

Abuſes in Prattice are ſhewn to the People, and condemn'd 

as the Faith of the Church : how often Calumnies are urgd 

for Traths; Principles are Miftaken ; Do&r:ins Confounded ; 

and Imaginary Monſters rais'd up to knock down at pleaſure, 

which made up the Bulk of thoſe Diſcourſes. And upon this , 

it was, there was no ſmall Noiſe made about it throughout 

the Nation, not for its Anfwering zoo /rttle, but for Anfiver- 

ing #00 much ; And here the Surpriſe firſt began, that after 

the Papiſts had been made fo Fout and DMonſtroms, both in 

Writing, in Preaching, and Swearing : It began now to ap- 

pear, that the Papiffs were not what they had been render'd ; 

and that there was great reaſon to fuſpe&t, that all was not | 

Goſpel which fome had deliver'd with the B#/e in their 

Hands, no more than what others bad atteſted with the fame | 

at their Lips, And many were not afham'd freely to con- "= 

fes, that they had: heard feveral things from the Pa/pics, 

whieh they found not to fquare with Truth, fo exa& as be- 

came thar Station : and that what they had feen expogd: 

from thoſe High Places, and'by foul Diſguiſes were made to 

look like T zgers, Wolves and Bears, upon a better and nearer 

View; was fo other than the Innocent Hind. 
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In this Surpriſe ſtood many at the coming out of this Book, 

it being near the time, wherein Oats was prov'd Perjar'd, 
and the Creit of ſome begaa to fink, who had often Preach'd 


up, what Oats had as often Swore, What then was to be 


done ? An Azſwer muſt be publiſh'd, to check the Current 


of the Book, which having in a ſhort time run through the 
greateſt part of this Nation, was likely to do Miſchief, 5. e. 
Inform People - the Truth, and diſcover to them all the Palpit 
Delufions, unleſs ſome ſpeedy Courle was taken. For this end, 
after the Conſideration of ſome Months, an Azſwer is ſer 
forth, toamuſe the World, as the Faſhion is, with the bandy- 
ing and toſſing to and fro of many School Queſtions; but ne= 
ver coming to the Point, of diſproving the CharaQter of the 
Pepiſt Repreſented, or endeavoring to ſhew, that the Fazth, 
as there ſtated, was not really the Faith of Catholics : Nay 
this was ſcarce ſo muchas offer*d at, except in Two of Three 
Points, which yet ought to have been the main Deſign of 
the Anſwerer, and the only way of giving it a Juſt Reply. 

But this was not to be done ; and therefore, after all the vain 
Attempts, the Book remaining in its full force ; now at laſt 
a new one is invented, viz. That the Belief of Catholics, as 
there decipher'd, is a New Popery. That *tis not there ſhewn 
in its proper Colours, and own Shape, butin a Diſzuiſe. To this 
Pitch of Confidence, if not more, are ſome Church of England 
Divines arriv*d, as thus to pretend to know, what Osr Rel. 
2i0n is, better than We. Weown and declare Publicly, that 
the DotQtrin, as it there appears, in thoſe very Colours, and in 
that very Shape, is the Dottrin of Catholics. They on the 
other ſide cry out, that it is #97, We offer, and are ready to 
accept any into our Communion, that will but embrace and 
receive the Dodriz, as it there ſtands, under thoſe very Cs- 

tours, and that Shape ; owning not only the Sub/tance of it, but 

even that Appearance, that Shew, thoſe Colours, that Shape, to 

be Oxrs ; and that both in Subſtance _ Shew, We Believe, as 

2 is 
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is there Repreſented : They ſtill clamor, This is all but a Dz/- 
guiſe.” What is to be ſaid in this Caſe? Is it likely the Jews 
can tell better what Chriſt teaches, than Chri/# himſelf or his 
Apoſtles ? Is the Faith of the Primitive Chriſtians to be learnt 
from the Donatifts,or from thoſe Chriſtians themſelves ? Can 
Proteſtants better tell what Catholics belteve, than - Catholics 
themſelves ? If the CharaQter of a thing is beſt receiv*d from 
Profeſs*d, Intereſted, and Bitter Exemies ; then indeed They 
may put in for the Beſt Informers of our Faith, But will they 
liketto ſtand the ſame Trial ? Will they-be contented their 
Faith ſhall be thought really to be, what their Adverſaries 
renderit ? Certainly if the Church of Exglazd were really fo 
Unrchriſtian and Deform*d, as the Presbytertians and other her 
Deſerters Repreſent her, none would be Enroll'd a Member 
of her Communion, but thoſe who take upReligions,as they 
do Faſhions; and have neither God nor Eternity in their Eye. 
And yet, ſince Adverſaries are to be Repreſenters, why may 
not the Presbyteriaz be as good a Repreſenter of the Church 
of England, as She pretends. to: be of the Church of Rome ? 
But this is a Singularity full of Preſumption in the Charch 
of Ezzland, to think to be credited by any:in this Caſe, ex» 
cept ſome ſuch Reſigned ones, as give themielves-up to her, 
to be led by the Noſe. Adverſartes, every body knows, are 
not duely qualif'd to give Characters of their: Adverſary : 
and when:they do, they are-ſuch as ſcarce make Impreſſion, 
and prevail: little but upon Men of the Party, who hear with 
Prejudice, inſtead of Indifterency. And the Reaſon. is plain, 
becauſe Animeoity commonly ſers a Braſs upon the Heart, upon 
the Apprehenſion and Underſtanding, and inclines Men to 
take every thing by the wrong Handle, to pick out the Worf 
that can be. found of their Adverſary-: and then to pretend 
that for his Juſt Cheradter, For this Reaſon no prudent Man 
gives credit to.a Jew, while he's laying open Chriſt and 
his-DoQtrin ;. oor to. a Maxichean, while he's expoſing gp 
Belie 
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Beliefof the Orthodox Chriſtians. For this Reaſon the Church 
of England do's not think it Juſt, her CharaFer ſhould paſs for 
Exatt and Good as *tis drawn by the: Presbyterians. And why 
then ſhall ſhe ſtand up, and Impoſe upon her Followers, pre- 
tcnding that She's the only True Repreſenter of the-Church of 
Rome ? Don't every body know, ſhe has Proclaim'd her ſelf 
an Open and Profeſs'd Enemy to the Church of Rome ? Do's 
not this unqualitie her for a Trae Reprefenter ? 

The Church of Ezg/axd began too early with her Bitter 
InveCtives. and Hyperbolical- Characters of the Churh of 
Rome , to delerve now much credit in her Repreſenting, 
Mr, Montague confeſles (Appeal to Cef. c. 23.) that her Divines, 
in compoling the Book ot Homilies, being to fright the Peo- 
ple from the good Opinion of Popery, do ſeem to ſpeak tos 
hardly, aud ſtretch ſome Sayings beyond the Uſe of the Church 
of England. —- They ſpoke thus vehemently, and indeed Hypers 
bolically againſt them (the Papiſts.)—— And ſtretched their Exx 
hortations and Exforcements, as. alſo their Dehortations, ſome- 
what hard upon the Tenters,——The Homilies ( ſays he ) are all 
Popular Sermons, fitted unto the Capacity and Conditions of the 
Common People, to edifie them, to work upon them, ever ſtrong 
in Paſſion, but weak in Underſtanding. The Will 4s more in them + 
70 be edifi*d than the Judgment, Is not this an admirable Chas 
rater of the Church of England's True Repreſenting of the 
Papiſts ? She ſpeaks too hardly againft them ; ſhe ſfretches 
ſome things, exaggerates others even to an Hyperbole ; ſhe 
inveighs vehemently, and ſtretches again her Dzſſuaſives upon 
the Texters ;* Preaches to move the Paſion of her Hearers 
inſtead of their Underſtarding ; and. yet amidſt all this her 
preſſiag too hardly, her ſtretching, her Hyperbolizing, her rack- 
ing upon Texters, her ſpeaking to Paſſicn, ſhe's an Exatt 
and True Repreſenter. Whata.kind of Trae Repreſenting is 
this! And yet ſuch as it is, the poor Papiſts, it ſeems, are to - 
expect no better from the. Church of Ezelazd : For this, as 
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"Mr. Montague #6. ſtiles it, is a Godly Ze«l: andin Juſtifying 
'the rome of the ſaid Homilies for ſo doing, he plainly tore- 
tells our Fate. For the People, ſays he, with whom they then 
dealt, were by all Means to be preſerv'd from the taint and tin- 
&ure of their-(the Papiſts) Superſtitions Praitices. What can 
be more plain and expreſs than this Acknowledgment ? 
When the Buſineſs is to preſerve People from Popery, ALL 
MEANS are tobe us'd. If laying the Ty#th down to the 
Peoples Judgment and Underſtandings won?t do ; then the 
DireQion is, Preach to their Paſſions. If a DotFrin of the Pa- 
piſts be not frightfal in it ſelf, and will not look Odzows to the 
People ; then try what you can do by ſtretching it. If ſhew- 
ing a thing Fairly and Plainly won't do the Work ; enforce it 
Vehemently and Hyperbolically, and make it do. If Their Texers, 
as in themſelves and their own Meaſures, have no Deformity 
or Abomination in them, put them upon the Tezters, and 
rack *em into Monſters. For why ? ALL ME ANS are to 
be us'd to keep out Popery ; Stretching, Tentering, Hyperboli- 
Zing, all are Good and Lawful Means, to the Saizts; all is 
True Repreſenting , when Popery is to be ſhewn from the 
Pulpits. 

In this manner did the Firſt Generation of Proteſtants treat 
the Papi/ts and their Religion ; in this manner are they now 
handled by Proteſtants ; and yet all muſt paſs for Trae Re. 
preſenting ; and becauſe the Catholics will not own that to be 
their Faith and Religion, as it ſtands thus Stretch dand Rack'd 
upon Proteſtant Texters and Hyperboles, the Cry is now for- 
ſooth, that they are aſham'd of their 0/d Religion, and have - 
brought in a New Popery. A poor Shift, God knows : No, 
We are not aſham'd of our O/d Religion : We are only for 
taking our Religion off thoſe Textors upon which Proteſtants 
had faſtned it ; and tho? as thus reduc'd to its own Meaſures 
and Proportion, it may appear New to thoſe, who never ſaw.

But this Cazt of New Popery mult be kept up, to fave the 
Credit of the Pulpirs. For now Popery, by the Favor of 
Heaven, has the liberty of ſhewipg it ſelf; it appears ſo un- 
Lhe the Monſter they had made it, that were it not for this 

ttle Come-off, this poor Shift of New Popery, they would 
be eternally blemiſh'd with the Fouleft of Imputations, that 
of Miſrepreſenting , of Calumniating, of inventing Scandals. 
againſt their Nezghboy. *Tis evident now, to thoſe. that look 
upon Popery, as it appears here amongſt us at this day, with 
an unprejudic'd Eye, that it has quite another Face, other 
Colours, other Features, than thoſe they have ſeen her Painted 
with, for ſo many Years from the Pu/pizs, All that they 
have heard of from thoſe High Places, has been full of Dread 
and Horror ; Cruelty in her Looks ; Malice and Wickedneſs 
in her Heert ; Blood-thirfting in her Deſires ; Tyranny and 
Uſurpation in her Government; Oppreſſion and Slavery for her 
Attendants; Danger in her Converſation , Infeftion and Poyſon 
in her Neighborhood ; Ignorance in her Education ; Idolatry and 
Sottiſbueſs in her Religion ;, Follies in her Preaching, &c. And 
now ſhe has been inthe middle of us for ſome Years, Where 
are all theſe Abominations, theſe Marks of the Beaft ? Shew us, 
Pulpits, ſhew us; Where is her Cruelty, her Bloodineſs, her 
Tyranny, her Arbitrary Power, you have ſo often frighted us- 
with ? Shew us the Slaves ſhe. has made all this while ; 
Where are they whom ſhe has Oppre/#d ? How many Throats 
has ſhecut ? Where has ſhe wrong?d her Nezghbors? Where 
is the Igzorance of her Profeſſors, the Idolatry of her Religion, 
the Follies of her Preaching, the Abſurdities of her DoiFrins ? 
Shew us, Where are all theſe things, you have fo often 
thrown amongſt us ; with which you have ſo often diſquiet- 
ed us, filPd us with Fears and Jealosſies, and made ourLives 
unhappy. If youdeliver'd nothing bur Trath, and fairly Re- 
preſented: 
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preſented the People and Religion you made us Jealous of, 
| thew us now, that the People and Relrgion anſwer that Chara- 
Ger you gave of them. Let us ſee that they fill up thoſe Mea- 
ſures you ſhew'd us, to our-Terror. If you donot, you muſt 
be contented to paſs for Faiſe Prophets, for Miſrepreſenters, 
and the Diſturbers of the Nation. | 
And what Return now do the Pulpits make to this De- 
mand ? All the World finds, that the Papiſts do not own 
. that Faithin the manner they had deſcrib'd it to the People ; 
it is ſeen their Pradices are not according to what they fore- 
told ; What $a/vo then for their Honeſty ? Oh ! this is a 
New ſort of Popery; the Papiſts that are here now Diſſem- 
ble and are weary of their 0/d4 Religion, and have taken up 
a New one. What we foretold you , had certainly .proy*d 
True, had not they been chazg'd. This is the only SanQtuary 
they. have lett to retire into, and the whole Foundation: on | 
which their Credit and Reputation ſtands. And what 
Spreader of Falſe Reports has there been 1n the World, that 
may not fave himſelf upon the ſame Ground ? If the Land 
of Promiſe do's not anſwer the Report that was made of it ; 
if it be not found to Ext up the Inhabitants, to be terrible with 
Giants and the Sons of Anak, as thoſe that went to view it, 
reported ; what then ? Their Reputation is fate all the while : 
Let 'em but ſay that the Land is chang?d, and the People new, 
and they are True Repreſenters ſtill, If the Altar faid to 
be for Sacrifice, ( Joſh. 22.) upon Examination prove but 
an Altar of Teſtimony, the pretending a Change ſecures the 
Reporters for Good Men and True. If the Apoſtles at their 
ſpeaking the Tongues of all Nations, do not appear upon a - 
erious Enquiry Full of Wine, as ſome gave it out, but In- 
{pir'd with the Holy Ghoſt ; the Reporters have nothing more 
to ſay, but the Apoſtles are chang*d, and who then ſhall accuſe 
'em-of M:ſrepreſenting ? | 
This is the true State of our Caſe with the Church of 
: England 
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England Divines : Theſe are they, who pretend to the Peo- 
ple, that They have-taken a View of the Zapiſts, and-ſearch*d © 
their Land : the Report rhey make is, Thiat the Papifts are 
a ſort of People, Sons of Azak, 4 Generation of Vipers, nho 
are continually making their way through the Bowels of their 
Mother ; who accompliſh their Ends by Secret Conſpiracies, and 
Open Violence, by Treachery and Faljhood, by Murders and A(ſuffs- 
nations ; Their Land eats up its Inhabitants, and She Szran- 
gles all thoſe ſhe gets within her Arms. Thus have they Cha- 
raer'd totheir Congregations the Papiſts and their Church, 
and rais'd moſt dreadful Idea's of them. But now the Peo- 
ple have ſeen with their own Eyes the Papifts living in the 
midſt of them, and by the Experience of ſome Years have 
found, that whether in Private Families, or in Public Poſts 
of Magiſtracy, or Government both Civil and Military, the 
Papiſts are like other Men, no more for Secret Conſpiracies, 
or Open Violence, Treachery or Falſhood, Murders or Aſſaſ- 
finations, than Proteſtants themſelves ; but alike Mild and 
Moderate, and as Feaceable and Juſt as they. - How ſhall the 
Charadters of the Palpits be reconciPd with this Experience 
of the Contrar; ? Oh ! The Papiſts diſſemble their Principles, 
and are aſham'd of their Old Religion. And this Pretence for- 
ſooth acquits the Pu{pirs of the Imputation of Miſrepreſenting. 
And this ſame poor Shift is to ſerve them upon all occaſions : 
If inſtead of Fire and Faggors, as they foretold, the Papifts are 
found to ſecure to every one their Property, and give Peace 
and S-carity toall ; This is preſently ſet out for a New Popery, 
The P-piſts in their Sermons, Catechiſms and Expoſitions 
declare, that there's no Remiſſion of Sins for thoſe who-Con- 
fels to a Prieſt, except to their Confeſſion they joyn a ſincere 
and hearty Repentaxce with a firm Purpoſe of Amendment ; 
This agen is New Popery, becauſe *tis contrarv to what they 
reported of them. The Papi/ts teach, that neither the Pope, 
nor any other Power upon Earth, can give leave to' ſin for a 
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Sum of Mony ; This is New Popery. The Papiſts ſay *tis Ab- 
furd and Fooliſh to Pray to Images) This 1s Sd They 
declare, that whoſoever places his whole Religion in external 
Ceremonies, in Bowing, Creeping #0 8 Croſs, Pilerimages, &c, 
cannot poſlibly be acceptable to God; nor a good Chriſtian ; 
This is New Popery. And thus it happens with moft Points of I O”" 
our Faith, and Pradtices of our Religion : For it evidently ap- | 
pearing to the World, that Catholics neither Believe nor Doe, 
as was Repreſented by the P«/pits, the only Remedy for the 
keeping their Credit whole, is tocry out, This is not. the O/d 
Religion, This is a New Popery. 

And a New Popery indeed it is to the greateſt part of this 
Nation, who have never had the opportunity of knowing 
more of it, than. the P«/pits were pleas'd to ſhew them. 
They who have never heard more of Popery, than its Cruelty, 
Bloodineſs, Plotting, Ignorance, Toys, Fopperies, Follies, 
Contradictions, Nonſenſe, and other ſuch Ps{pir Charatters, 
muſt needs think ita New Popery, which-they now ice in the > 
middle of them : And a New ſore of Papiſfts they muſt take 
thoſe to be, who now in the ſight of all, a& with ſo much Mo- 
deration, Equity and Juſtice ; And indeed, who ſhall perſuade 
them the contrary ? Who ſhall ever make them believe, that 
this is that 0/4 Pulpit-Popery, thoſe Old Pulpit-Papiſts, which 
they have ſo often ſeen painted out in their Suwday Lectures ? 

Thoſe who have Memory enough to compare what they 

have fo often heard, with what they now ſee, muſt needs 

diſcover, that the 0/4 and the New is not all one, And yet 

every Line of difference there is between the one and the x | pF 

other, flies in the Face of the Church of England, and ftands 

as a Demonſtration of her Inſincerity and Miſreprefenting, 

whilſt Popery and Papifts being really what they now appear 

to be; She in her P»/pirs made them ſo unlike what they 

gow appear, that the ſame thing muſt be divided from it elf, 

and Popery wanſt be cut into an O/d and a New, to proljeve

Or 
will any one fay, that they have chang*d their Religion and 
Creed ? Where then is there room left Þ 

and A'ew Popery ? Thetruth of the whole 1s only this : When

Oarows'; This is Old Popery: and when Catholics declare 
what they Believe and Profeſs ; This is the New. So that 


the Old and the New is but all the ſame, only ſhewn in a dif- 


ferent Manner, ' The Palpits therefore only do with Popery, 


as ſome do with Faces.

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Hands, and releaſe it from the Pulpit-rack, every Part comes | 
toit ſelf, into its own Place and Proportion, and then tis 
New agen. 1 his is the whole Myſtery of 0/d and New Popery. | 
And therefore to ſhut up this part of the Controverſie, we 
cannot explicate this clearer, than to imagine every Church- 
of- England Divine that gets upinto a Pzlpzr, or takes Pex in 
Hand, to be a Pofture-maſter in Religion, and that they order | 
Popery, juſt as the Poſture-mafter in the Pall-mall do's himſelf. 
He's a Handſome, Gentile and well-proportion'd Man, and 
yet by the Art of Poſturing he ſo manages himſelf, that ne- 
ver Monſter was more deform'd ; he makes himſelf Wry- 
neck'd, Hunch-back'd, Swag-belly'd, Broken-legg*d, Splay- 
footed ; and ſo diſplaces every Part and Limb about him, that 
E/op is a Beauty to him. In this manner do ſome Divines 
handle Popery; for tho? the Religion made odious under 
this Name, be ſo adequate to the Divine Law, that it teaches 
the-Love-of God aboye all things, and of our Neighbor as 
. our ſelves; tho' it inſtrutts her Followers in the pratice of 
all Vertues, leading them to the Region of Bliſs, by the Ways 
of Humility, Meekneſs, Patience, Purity, Mortification, &c. 
Yet Thele'Spiritual Poſture-maſters are ſo dextrous in making 
it Deform'd, that what by ſtretching, ſtraining, diſlocating, 
and ſcrewing every part, in one half-hour they'll make it 
ſo Monſtrous, that Paganiſm is not half ſo Frightful as it ; 
.and next to the being of no Religion, *tis leaſt deſireable to 
be of this. Popery then, as thus disfigur*d and made dreadful 
under theſe Artful Hands, is that which is'calPd 0/d Popery, 
that is, Palpir-Popery, or. Popery upon-a Proteſtant Rack. And 
as 'tis reſcu*d from theſe Sons of 7 orz-re, and reſtor'd to its 
natural State, that is, as Deliver'd and ſincerely Profeſs*d by 
g00d Catholics, this is the New Popery. 434 
And this, as thus Deliver*d and Profeſs'd, is the Religion 
we molt ſolemnly Acknowledgeand Defend ; *tis to this we 
t invite all thoſe, whom we deſire to be Members of our Com- 
munion 3 
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munion : This it 1s I have deſcrib'd in the CharaCter of the 
Papiſt Repreſented, and whoſoever aflents and ſubſcribes to 
it, as there drawn out, need not doubt being admitted for 
a ſound and Orthodox Catholic. This is our 0/4 and New 
Popery, and acknowledg'd ſo by our Church, if amidſt the 
foul Imputations of our Adverſarics, they'll allow us ſo muck 
of Knowledge, as to know, What we believe our ſelves. This 
I ſhew'd formerly, by appealing to the Expoſition of the Bi- 
ſhop of Means, which, notwithitanding all the Cavils of the 
Anſwerer, )ſuch as if own'd of any torce, would overthrow 
even the Authority of Scripture it ſelf) is fully clear*d by the 
Learned Yiraicator, and will agen more amply be made good 
in his Second Defence ; which (to ſee the ill luck of my pre- 
ſent. Adverſary) was then put into the Preſs, when he began 
to cry out, that the Cauſe was given o're. _ 

The Religion therefore we profeſs, and have ſeen Expound- 
ed and Repreſented, 1s not New, but the ſame we have receiv*d 
from our Forefathers. We coin no new Articles of Faith ; 
and *tis ſo Abſurd amongſt us to think of Innovation in our 
Religion, that New Popery and No Popery to us is all the ſame. 
If the Profeſioz of - our F:ith were like the Book of Homilies, 
and did only contain a Godly and whoiſom Dofrin, and neceſſary 
for THESE Times, as the Thirty fifth Article ſays of it, we 
might be ſuppos'd to alter and change our Religion accord- 
ing to Seaſons and Times : For what is judg'd wholſom ana 
neceſſary for THE SE Times, may not poſſibly be ſoat ar- 
other time : and therefore Vir. Montague ( App. to Caf. c, 23.) 
do's not think it any Reflection upon him, if he do's not alto- 
gether agree or ſubicribe tothe Dottrin of the Book of Ho- 
milies in his time; becauſc it being a Book fitted for a Seaſor, 
and declar'd neceſſary fir T HESE Times ; what-great 
wonder, if what was a Good DoQrin, and judg*d-neceſſary 
for. the Time of - Edward the Sixtl: and Queen Elizabeth; 
was not ſo in the Time of King James and Charles = 
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Firſt ? And therefore, tho? he is willing to reſt in the Judg- 
ment and Cenfure of his Church, paſs'd upon it Artic. 35. 
where it 1s ſaid iz !ermins, It contains a Godly and wholſom 
Dottrin , neceſſary for THESE Times, 1. e. for the Time 
of Queen Elizab.th : yet he is not fond of Subſcribing to it 
as containing a DofEtrin Wholſom and Neceſſary for HI $ 
Time, #. e. in the Time of Char/es the Firft. And. thus it 
may very well happen with thoſe, who ſet out DoQtrins 
Godly and Wholſom tor TIMES ; in this caſe there may 
be very well O/dand New; and thoſe that live now, may be 
aſham*d of what was taught ſome Years before. But *tis not 
- fo with our Faith and Religion; this is not fitted for Times ; 
we Teach now what was deliver*d before ; and the Coun- 
cil of Trext is as much the Doarin of =w_ Times, and will 
| beto theendof the World, as it was of rhoſe in which it was 
firſt made public. | | 
This I ſpeak in reference to the Articles of our Belief; for 
as to the Opinions of Schoolmen , Corruptions in. Prafice, the 
Fices of Rottew Members, &c. There may be as great Variety 
and Innovatios in theſe, as there is in Faſhions; or in any 
other things, which depend upon the Inclinations, Humors 
or Phancies of Men. And this is not only the Caſe of Our 
Communion, but of all other Pretexded Religions and Congre- 
gations whatſoever ; for there never was, nor ever will be 
any Society of Chriſtians, however agreeing in Articles of 
Faith, but there will be Diverſity amongſt her Members in 
Matters of Opiniozx : Some likewiſe will be weak and imper- 
feCt in their Way, thro' Infirmity, Negle&, Intereft, or Paſ- 
ſion, giving Scandal by their Corruptions and Abuſes in the 
PraQice of their Religion ; and others under the Pretence and 
Cloke of SanQtity will cover the Fouleft of Villanies and 
Abomigations : and if any will be ſo unjuſt, as to pretend 
truly to Repreſent any Church or Religion from theſe and ſuch 
like Topzcs, they may eaſily impoſe upon the People by theſe 
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| Siniſter Ways, and put them upon hating what they do not 
know ; but thoſe that carry on the Work, will never prove 
- — in {o doing, either Honeſt Men or Good Chri- 
1ans. | 
And yet this has been the Method chiefly taken up and 
rſu*d even by our Adverſaries, to make VS and our Rel. 
Fe gion Frightful and Odtous to the People their Followers, s 
whilſt ia their Harangues to them, they donor ſo much in- 
ſift npon the acknowledg'd Articles of our Faith, and endea- 
vor to diſprove them : but inſtead of this, forthwith to fall 
tothe raking together ſome Odd Opinions out of Private Au- 
thors, Abnſcs or Corruptions of ſome in the Prafice of their 
Religion, the Crimes and YVillanies of ſome Profligate Members 
of our Communion ; the Irregular Lives and Attions of ſome 
of our Chief Prelates and Biſhops, and what with theſe and 
ſomeill ConduQ in Matters of Ste, and Conſequences and 
Tnferences drawn by themſelves from our Do&trin, but more 
eſpecially from theſe or ſuch like Ab»ſes ; they raiſe a Mon- 
ſter of Religion, ſuch as none can be 1n love with, but thoſe 
that are bold enough to embrace Damnation bare-fac'd, and 
then this is the CharaQer of Popery; and they call it Trae 
Repreſenting, and, what is worſe, pretend to maintain it too: 
when, God knows, if this be True Repreſenting, "twill ſoon 
repreſent all true Religion out of the World ; and the ſame 
Method, which has thus deforn'd the Catholics into Mon- 
fters, will, if follow'd, as certainly make all Chriſtendom ap- 
pear nothing better than a Den of Thieves ; whilſt the chief 
Heads or Topics, upon which this Trae Repreſenting ſtands, 
are nothing but ſo many Fallacies or Soyphiſmss, whict are fit 


to impoſe upon an Auditory with Shghts and Diſguiſes, but 
wholly unfit zr«ly to State or Repreſext any thing. How far 
the Church of Eng/and has made uſe of the Afﬀiitance of theſe 
Artifices in her running down Popery,' I have ſhew'd' for- 
merly in the Courſe of this Controverſie; and more FO 
arly 
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larly I inftanc'd in my Laſt Reply to the Anſwer of the Ami- 
cable Accommodation, in which I ſet dow n ſeveral Particulars, 
ro convince the World, that however my Adverſaries pre- 
tend claim to 7rze Repreſenting, they have been very inſin- 
cere in this Point, and to a very high degree, have 1njur*d 
the Church of Rowe, both as to her Faith and Reputation. 
And molt of all, whilſt in their own Defence many of them 
Seal upallcheir unjuſt CharaQters paſs'd upon her, by ſaying, 
All is True they have ſaid of her. "This my Laſt Reply had 
a Return made to ir, Entitled, 4 View of the whole Controver- 
fie, &c. And of this the Szater ſeems to have fo good an Opi-. 
Dion, that he thinks it has put an End to the Controverlie. 
I am almoſt of the ſame mind ; for the Author of it-has faid 
ſo little to that long Bill, that was drawn up againſt the 
Members of his Church, wherein the Crime of Miſrepreſent- 
ing is laid to their Charge, that, beſides what he coxfeſſes, the 
veryGuilr appears ſo plainly in the forc'd Excuſes he makes for 
the reſt, that there's little need of any more, beſides reading 
his Defence, to ſee how far they are from Innocent. And not- 
withſtanding his telling his own Story. 1n pretendiag to give 
a View of the Whole Controverſie, and endeavoring to inſinuate, 
as if I had forſaken the main Point at firſt undertaken ; yet 
I don't think he'll gain many Steps in the Cauſe by this way, 
eſpecially with thoſe, who haven it all along with them 
from the beginning. For theſe upon a little Conſideration 
will find, that the whole Deſignof this laſt A»/wer, is no- 
thing but the Sound of an Honorable Rexreat ; and like the 
diſtreſs*'d Condition of thoſe who finding themſelves drawn 
too far into the Heat of a Battel, begin to look back, and ſee 
if by the way they camein, they may retire agen. This ſeems 
to be the Circumſtances of this Adverſary : He has been 
raſhly purſuing his Blow, and now on a ſudden finds the

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Member of his Church, again{t the Church of Rowe, and 
to acquit them trom being Mifrepreſenters : and this bei 
too hard a Task, he's for drawing his Reader back to the fir 
Book, under pretence of ſhewing him, that I have dropt the 
Cauſe, and gone out of the Way ; but in reality to put 
aſtop to this part of the Controverlie, and that he may hear 
no farther of the Church of England's Miſrepreſenting, This 
I take to be the Engliſh of it ; and *cis nothing but what we -

Now the Tune goes in the 
Anſwer, Did ever either of his Aduerſaries undertake to juſtifie 
all that any Proteſtant Divine or Hiſtorian has at any time ſaid 
in oppoſition to Popery, ( Anſw. to Reprel. laſt Reply, p. 72.)— 
Muſt they be bound to Anſwer for all that every Proteſtant has 
ſaid againſt the Church of Rome ! —— Tis no part of our Buſs-

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ButWe, O Grecians, do not offer Sacrifices to the Martyrs ; We Honor 
them only as Holy Men, and as the Friends of God, So that without any 
Reflection or Scruple, Chriſtians may commendably deſtre the Prote- 
tion of the Friends of God, who are now in 'the full enjoyment of 
Bliſs with hior in Heaven, notwithſtanding the Heathens deſir'd the 
like Aſſiſtance of their Petty-Devils. And why may they not likewiſe 
make their Addrefles to ſome particular Sazzt, rather than another, in 
ſome particular Occaſions?

Is it Pagariſm to deſire that 
of a. Saint Glorious in Heaven, which no body ſcruples to deſire of 
his Neighbor on Earth? The aſliſtance of any J»f# Man while on 
Earth is commendably requeſted, and *tis Chriſtian-like for any one to 
deſire his Prayers : But when ſuch an one is taken into Heaven, who 
oeper then deſires the like aſſiſtance of him or his Prayers, isno longer 
a Chriſtian, but iy ape And isnot this ſtrange now ? *Tis a Privi- 
lege then it ſeems for a 7» Man to be here on Earth ; Here he may be 
honor'd without breach of the Commandment, and 'tis acceptable to 
God to have recourſe to his Prayers; but to have the like deference 
for him when in Aeavez, and to continue that application to him, is 
then Heatheni/m and 1dolatry; as if to be aſſum'd into Heaver, were 
the fame thingas.to be degraded as ifto be in poſſeſſion of Bliſs, were 
to be deſpoit'd of Charity, and to become a Glorious Saint, were of a Fuſt 
Alan to bemadean Idol. No, this kind of Divinity the Papi/# cannot 
underſtand : He is taught togive Honor to whom Honor is due; to 
honor thoſe whom God himſelf honors; by ſeating them on Thrones of 
Glory, and raiſing them to a full poſſeſſion of himſelf : He honors God 
from his Heart, as his ozly God, Creator, Redeemer, and Conſervator ; 
and-he cannot: but have great ReſpeCt for all the true Servants and 
Friends of God, whether on Earth or in Heaven. And becauſe 'tis not 
only conſiſtent, but very agreeable with the State of the Bleſſed, to re- 
Joyce at the Converſion of a Sinner, and likewiſe to deſire it; he is 
* taught that the, Blefed do not. only ſing Praiſes to God, but alſo pour 
forth Prayers before the Throne of his Majeſty, which are very acce- 
ptable A 3 and beneficial to poor Mortals ſtrugling amidſt the Dif-

ficulties of this miſerable Life : They were aſſiſting, while alive, to 
their Neighbors in order to their Salvation, and being now in Heaven

H E Buſineſs of his Church 

1s the Salvation of Souls ; 
and the Obligation of Prieſts, is 
to Labor in Chrilt's Vineyard, for 
the gaining Eternal Life for them- 
ſelves. and their Neighbors ; and. 
if any of them are ſo ſelf-intereſt- 
ed, as to make their Profeſſion a. 
Gain, they abuſe their Fun&1or, 
and act contrary to the Law of 
God, and DireCtion of their 
Church. However, tis not rea=- 
ſon that any ſhould be ſo ſeverely 
Cenſorious, as to condemn all 


= of this Sin, whom they ſee 


ceive Mony of their Flock. For 
'tis certainly agreeable to Reaſon, 
and the Ordinance. of. God, that. 
Prieſts ſhould be maintain'd, and, 
that the Faithful ſhould contri- 
bute to their Suſtenance. *Twas 
ſo appointed. by God in the Old 
Law : and in the New we are in- 
form'd .by the Apoſtle, that The: 


Laborer is worthy of bis hire; And. 


that He who ſerverh the Altar, has 
a right to live by the Altar. Our: 
| : Saviour. 
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think fit to purchaſe a Maſs or 
two for them, to help*em on 
their way. Whilſt the Mo- 
zy'4 Men, if they do but re- 


member to bequeath a Bag. 


or two to the Church at their 
Death, are certain to cheat 


the Devil, and with all their 


W ickedneſs. and Debauche- 
ries, have Heaven 1z/ur'd to 


Saviour himſelf, when he ſent his 
Diſciples to Preach, gave them al- 
lowance to eat what was ſet be- 
fore them, and at other times to 
receive what ſhould be_ given 
them, both for relieving their 
own Neceſlities, and thoſe of 
their Neighbors. And none can 
doubt, but that when Diſtribution 
was to be made of the Monies laid 
by the Faithful at the Apoſtles 
Feet, regard was had in the firſt 


them tor their:Mony. place to'Them. Sothat tho' Men 
of this Character ought by no means to make a Trade of their Pro- 
feſſion, or labor for their Neighbor's Soul, on deſign of getting a 
Hand into his Purſe; yet neither are they to Starve, or want Ne- 
ceſſarics. If therefore any of the Faithful deſire their Prayers, and 
at the ſame time make an Offering to them, 'tis. nothing contrary to 
Reaſon or Chriſtianity. An evil Eye indeed may take Scandal thence, 
and charge them for ſelling their Prayers ; but the unbiaſs'd Heart will 
underſtand the Mony to be an Oblation to God, and a Contribution 
for their Maintenance. . When Saul'and his Servant re- 
1 Sam.9.7. folv'd to conſult the Prophet Samnel'; the Queſtion was, 
Jf we po, what ſhall we bring the Man? . And the Servant 
anſwer d, * Behold, 1 have here at hand the fourth part of a Shekel of Silver, 
that will ] give to the Man of God, to tell us our way, And 
we know the Pyggſts of the Jews in the Sacrifices 
- they offer'd for the People, had ſome portion for them- 
ſelves. And yet'tis raſhneſs in any to charge Samuel for. making Traffic 
of his Gift of Prophecy, or all the Prieſts for making a Trade of their 
Office, becauſe none us'd to come to them with empty Hands. Nei- 
ther do's this Apologize for ſuch as abuſe their FunCtion ; if there be 
any like the Sozs of Elz, who ſtrain upon the People, and 
1 Sam.2.12. make a Prey of their Flock, they are Sons of Belial, and 
know not the Lord. They are a Scandal to all gyod Men 
in his Church, as well as to thoſe of any other Communion; -and he 
do's not doubr, but as they deſerve, fo they will meet with the reveri- 
ging Hand of God. But now while theſe Offerings are made to Prieſts 
for their Maintenance, what Remedy for the Poor, who both m_ 
q; an

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and dying ſtand. in need of Prayers, and have not wherewithal tooffer ? 
'Tis the Cuſtom in his Church, for the Prieſts to remember in their 
Prayers, and offer up-the Sacrifice of the Body and Blood of our Lord, 
for all thoſe who defire-it;, either by themſelves -or their Friends; So . 
that whether Poor or Rich, none can want this aſſiſtance, if they let 
their Neceſlities be known: And as for thoſe who on their Death-bed 
bequeath large Legacies tothe Church, he knows of no Privilege they 
have of being fav'd by their Mony. Heis taught, that there's the ſame 
Lord! and Law for all that depart this Life, whether they leave Lega- 
cies, Or no; whether Rich or Poor : If they die in Mortal Sin, without 
a ſincere and hearty Repentance, no: Confeſſion, no Abſolution, no In- 
dulgehce, no Legacies to the Church, no Alms to the Poor, no Prayers 
nor Mafles, tho” faid; for: them to the Day of Judgment, can prevent 
their Eternal Damnation. - If. they die truly Repentant of all their 
Sins, they'll infallibly, whether Rich or Poor, find Mercy. If any tem- 
poral Puniſhment was due to their Sins at their Death, this Debt muſt 
be certainty pay'> tothe Divine Joftice* Th'the diſcharge of which 
they may be aſliſted by their living, Friends, in order to their more 
ſpeedy Releaſe. If they 'teft Alms'for this Intention to Prieſts or to 
the Poor, the Prayers of theſe nodoubt will avail them. 

If they have any like Fudas acchabers, to ſend Alms 2 Hacch. 1 2. 
for them, this will likewiſe be beneficial to them, Ard 
if at their Death they left neither Mony nor Friends, yet are not. they 
without help-z; for sbe Catholic Church, as St. Auguſtin 
ſays, makes a general Commemoration of gall the Fanhful Lib. de Cur. 
departed in her Communton,without mentian of Particulars z pro Mort.c.q. 
that fo thoſe that have neither Father, nor Mother,nor Chil- 
dren, nor any Relations or Friends, may have this Diny, paid them by their 
Pions and Common Mother-the Church. And this i8'whar is done in the 
Maſs, in which there is-a Aee#ro for the Dead 3 an Oblation being

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Repentance, are already Judg'd and Condenn'd beyond the reach of 
Prayers ; yet are not ſuch Recommendations loſt : for the Applicati-

buta Diſſembler. This is what he is taught concerning thoſe that die in

thoſe who defer this Repentance to the laſt :: And this'is what he ſees 
. pradtisd in their behalf. And now if any throughthe corrupt Delires 
of a carnal.;and: drofſy Heart, pervert this Pious Inſtitution into a 
Mony-Buſineſs, 'he is ſo far from being taught-to approve or abett ſo 
ſcandalous a Practice, that he wiſhes *twere: quite thrown out from

of Preaching the Word of 
God ? *Tis theſe Wolves in 
Sheeps Cloathing that have 
done all the Miſchief, and 
unchriſtian-like have diſturb- 
ed the Quiet of the People of 
God.

Pious Enterpriſe he is taught, that no unlawful Means ought to be 
us'd; and that notwithſtanding the Converſion of Souls be a very 
commendable Undertaking, yet that it cannot warrant the doing of 
any evil thing in order to the compaſling it : As for Example, For 
any Man to deny his Faith, or doany thing equivalent to it, out of a 
Deſign of gaining Souls. And if any Prieſts or Jeſuits of his Church 
have at any time from a Proteſtant Pulpit held forth to a Congregation 
of that Perſuaſion, *tis what they cannot anſwer either before God or 
Man. With him 'tis ſcarcely excuſable from a renouncing of Faith, 


to be an Auditor at a Proteſtant Sermon ;z but to wear a 4nifters 
C Gown,

Gown, and to Preach from their Pulpits, is certainly as down-right a 
Denial of Faith, as it would be in Tm»1ky to wear a Turban, to fre- 
quene their Mo:chs, or goin the Habitof a Mufti, Theſe Ciroumſtan- 
ces and dictinttive Signs, according to the Senſe of his Divines, pointing 
out a Mar's Religion, and being as truly iignificative as any Words 
could be. Notwithſtanding therefore the pregnant Evidence ſome 
Men pretend to touching theſe Preaching Feſaits, for his part he can- 
not tell which way to credit it, it being a Practice ſo wholly oppolite 
to the Principles of his Religion z beſdes the great difficulty there is 
in the Performance. *Tis not eaſfie cheating a Curious Inquiſitive Peo- 
ple, and ſuch who do not uſe to hear a Man twice, before they have 
tearnd who, and from whence. he is. Andif there have been any who 
have made any Attempt of this kind, he is ſure they have out-gone 
their Commiſſion, and Preach'd without being ſent.

He has the Command- 
ments to direct him ; he has the 
Exaitaples of God's Saints, their 
holy Lives and Converſations to 
encorrazehim ; he has variety 'of 
Spiritual Books laying down be- 
fore him the Method and Rules 
for living  vertuoufly 'and dying 
holily, to In!tract him, Books be- 
yond'Exception, full-of the Spirit 
of God, and ſuch, which (it fol- 
low*d) will lead a Man, with God's 
aſliſtance, to Blifs Eternal. And 
beſides theſe, 1n-caſe of ay" 
cult 
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concerning all that is Juſt and 
Honeſt; and before he has 
got through two or three of 
them, he'll have reaſon to 
doubt whether he be in Chri- 
ſtendom, or no ; and whether 
he be not reading ſome Con- 
ſtitution of the Serag/zo,rather 
than the Senſe of a Com- 
mandment. Theſe are Men 
of rare Contrivance ; ſuch 
who by the turn of a Hand, 
and the Breath of their 
Mouth, can turn Black into 
White; and know how to 
manage the Laws of God with 
ſuch Art and Dexterity, that 
being «nalterabls in them- 
ſelves, they ſhall yet yield and 
ply to every Man's Humor 
and Intereſt. Theſe will teach 
a Man to fin with a ſafe Con- 
{ſcience ; to. Swear, Diſſem- 
ble and Lye like a good Chri- 
ſtian ; and honeſtly how to 
turn an Hundred into Fifty. 
And now from ſuch corrupt 
Maſters, who have a way of 
proſtituting thus the Laws 
of God to the abuſe of every 
extravagant Humor , what 
hopes of any one learning 
Chriitianity, or how to live 
Honeſtly and Soberly ?

cult Point, or anguiſh of Soul, he 
can find, God be thanked, Men of 


Known Integrity with whom he 


may conſult ; Men of Learning, 
Charity, Prudence and Zeal, ſuch 
who conlider what it is to give ac- 
count of Souls, and that if they 
miſguide any, 'tis at the peril of 
their own. So that all things be- 
ing conſider'd, tho' there may be 
found ſome Moralifts, who in par- 
ticular Deciſions ſeem ſcandalous 
and of ill conſequence, yet he 
thinks the Freateſt miſchief they 
do, is, that from hence ſome Ad- 
verſaries, who greedily catch at 
any thing, take occaſion of paint- 
ing out the Morals of the Church, 
in whoſe Communion they are, by 
the looſe Opinions of theſe Men ; 
as if the Judgment and PraCtice of 
the Church were to be ſeen in the 
Extravagances of particular Wri- 
ters. But God be thanked, care 
has been taken for the redreſs of 
theſe Evils, firſt by the moſt emi- 
nent Biſhops and Clergy of France; 
and then by the ſupreme Paſtors 
themſelves, Alexander the 7th, 
and Innocent the 11th. Not toin- 
{iſt upon what has been done in 
France towards the rooting out of 
this Cockle, both by Cenſuring of 
Books, particularly that calFd The 
Apology for Caſuiſts, and Preachin 
againſt the Doftrinz 2 thing ſuf- 
ficiently known to the whole 
World : The former of the a= 
boveſaid Popes, Alexander the 7th, 
C 2 after 
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after Examination made of ſeveral Propoſitions, ſome newly advan- 
ced,- and others brought to light agen after they had been bury'd in 
oblivion, September 2.4; ' 1665. condemn'd 28 of them, and 45 more 
March 18. 1666. ſtrictly charging that none ſhould preſume to teach, 
vphold or maintain them, under pain of Excommunication, reſerv'd to 
the Pope himſelf, except inthe hour of Death, as being contrary to 
the Simplicity of the Goſpel, and to the Doftrin of the Holy Fathers, 
and only fit for the corruption of Manners and of Chriſtian Converſa- 
tion. The later, Jznocentizs 11th, purſu'd the ſame Deſign, and in the 
Year 1679, upon a new Survey put forth another Decree, condemn- 
ing 65 other Propoſitions, and branding them with the ſame deſerv'd 
Mark of Scandalous and Wicked, and prohibiting the teaching, or de- 
fending them under the ſame Penalty and Reſervation. And tis to be 
hop'd from the Paſtomalcare of this Great Prelate, who has given ſuch 
fignal Arguments both of his Perſonal SenCtity , and of his Solici- 
tude for the good. of Chriitendom, as. have forc'd Admiration and 
Love, even from his Adverſaries, that, God giving Life, he will go oa 
till he has finiſh'd ſo holy and thorough Reformation. *Tis not Juſtice 
therefore that his Church ſhould be charg'd and upbraided with the 
nnreaſonable and profane Opinions of particular Authors, which ſhe 
isſo far from teaching or allowing, that ſhe endeavors by her Paſtors 
to _ them infamous as they deſerve, in the face of the whole 
World. | |

Fhere he 
finds a Monaſtery well Endow'd 
by the fame See, for the receiving 
thoſe unfortun2te Women, who 
having follow'd 111 Courſes, are 
willing to reform their Lives by 
a holy Converſion , where they 
may ſpend the reſidue of their 
Days in Piety.arnd Devotion, and 


- In making atonement for their 


paſt Olfences ; and where in the 
laying down their Trade, they 
are out of danger of ſtarving. 


Thisis what he finds praCtis'd at Rome, for the preventing and over- 
throw of all Lewdneſs and Debauchery. And beſides this, care is ta- 


ken to diſcourage and puniſh all thoſe who are publickly knownto per-

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fiſt in their Wickedneſs ; for as many as live thus infamouſly, are for- 
bid to be preſent at any publick Aſſemblies, where Perſons of Honor 
meet, as at the Corſo, at Marriages, at Sung Opera's; they are forbid 
togoin Coaches in the Day, and to ſtir out of doors in the Night ; 
they are oblig'd to enter their Names into a publick Liſt, and are de- 
fam'd for ever, by remaining Whores upon Recard ; they are de- 
priv'd of all the Sacraments, and at their Death of Chriſtian Burial, 
their Carcaſes being thrown without the Walls into an obſcure place ; 
and are not allow'd to make any Will; their Goods being all confiſ- 
cated to the Hoſpitals of the poor Girls, or for the maintaing thoſe 
Guards, who are ſer to watch and obſgrve their Deportments. It has 
been attempted by divers Popes to root them quite out, and baniſh 
them the City ; but greater Diſorders, and more grievous Sins having 
enſued thereupon, it has been thought more prudent tolay by that ri- 
gor, and without approving the Sin, of two Evils to permit the leaſt ; 
this kind of Reformation ſo much deſir'd, being a thing impracticable, 
and not to be attempted without a more conſiderable prejudice to 
Chriſtianity. That profane Wit, who, upon the promulgation of the 
laſt Edict in order tothe purging the City of this Plague, fix'd theſe 
Words upon the Paſquin, Laudate Pueri Dominum, knew well the ill 
Conſequences of this Pious Deſign ; and as many as duely conſider it, 
will certainly confeſs, that tho' the uſing rigor for their utter extir- 
| Pation would be more Zealows, yet the Permiſſion, as *tis now, 1s more 
agreeable to a true Chriſtian Prudence. As to what concerns the vi- 
clous Lives of ſome Popes and Cardinals, he has reaſon to queſtion the 
truth of a great deal that is charg'd againſt them ; bur yer as to ſome 
Part, he thinks the Evidence is beyond Exception. He knows 'tis 
very poſlible for theſe great Prelates to offend like other Men, they 
have their ImperfeCftions, and are ſenſible of the Effects of corrupted 
Nature, like other poor Mortals ; the Chair, the Mitre, or the Cap, 
are no Privileges in th kind ; all are equally the Children of Adam, 
and 'tis not any Dignity whatſoever can exempt a Man from the Ef- 
fefts of his Fall. There's the ſame Law and Conditions for all Man- 
kind; 'tis only the Grace of God Almighty can preſerve from Sin ; 
and whoſoever by abuſing, or neglecting this Grace, or by God's per- 
miſſion is depriv'd of ir, whether Pope, Cardinal, or other, will un- 
doubtedly fall. And whoſoever dies in mortal Sin without a true and 
hearty Repentance, there's no remedy but Damnation. If Prelates 
therefore unmindful of their great Charge, become wicked like _— 
en, 
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Men, they are toexpect with other Men the ſame, or rather worſe 
Doom of Eternity. The Great Fudge has no reſpect for their Digni- 
ties; but as by this Circumſtance their Crimes are more ſcandalous, 
ſo will their Puniſhment be more ſevere. Tho' the Pope therefore and 
Carainals are his Superiors, and on this account challenzeifrom him a. 
great Veneration ; yet 1s he no-where taught to have Reſpect for their 
F:ilinos, or to take after their ill Example, when they offend. Sin is 
odious to him whereſoever he finds it, and 'tis no-where ſo deteſtable 
as in thoſe who are to Govern ; inthemit hasa double deformity : and 
as their Duty to God and their Neighbor is much greater than of o- 
ther People, fo are their Crimes much blacker. Bur all this he do's 
without derogating from their Authority ; for tho' he has a diſlike to 
their Failingzs, yet Is he never tobe wanting in his ReſpeCt; he is to 
Honor all his lawful Saperzors, whatſoever they be, and to receive 
their Commands with a ready Obedience ; their Wickedneſs may 
render them diſpleaſing to God, but it cannot excuſe any Subject from 
ſubmitting to whatſoever they order in the juſt diſcharge of their 
Duty. Men tho' in Dignity, are Aer {till ; and he never heard of any 
Papifi ſo unreaſonable yer, as to pretend to an Tfalliblity for his Pope, 
by which he ſhould be privitedg'd from Sin, or ſecur'd from offending 
his Maker. He do's not doubt but St. Peres himſelf (as the Scripture 
ſeems to intimate) and all thereſt of the Apoſtles, were concern'd in 
that Saying of St. Fames, In many things we offend all, and 'tis beyond 
queſtion, that as many as have worn the Triple Crown, have been all 
Sinners ; all in the ſight of God Almighty,and ſome of them even to be 
ſcandalous tothe World too. The 7nfallibility therefore the Paviſt fo 
much relies on, is not any Privilege in the Pope, Cardinals, or Bijhops, 
by which they are protected from falling into Sin; - but 'tis, Ar Aj:- 
ſtance of the Holy Ghoſt, by which the Church of Chriſt ts infallibly taught all 
Truth to the end of the World ;, fo that the Gates of Hell ſhall never pre- 
vail againſt ker 5 nor She teach any thing for the DoCtrin of Chriſt, 
which is not really fo. This Infallivility Chriſt has promis'd to his 
Church; and in confidence of this, he never fears falling into any Er- 
ror of Faith, as long as he adheres to the Doftrin of this Church. 
Weither do's he think this Aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit to be withdrawn 
from the Church, for the vicicus Lives of ſome Prelates ; the Holy Ghoſt 
was never promis'd to the Charch for their ſakes only, neither for their 
Crimes will it be taken away. God, nodoubt, foreſaw, and the Apo- 
file ſpeaks of ſome, who being to Govern the Flock, would mm Des» 

ertcrs, 
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ſerters, and inſtead of being Guides to Heaven, would endeavor to 
lead them to Deſtruftion. The Apoſtle indeed gives caution to the 
Faithful not to follow them but never intimates in the leaſt, that 
God would ever leave his Church for the ſake of ſuch Offenders. He 
knows God promis'd to ſpare the two Cities of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
if there could have been found but Ter Righteous in them ; and it can 
never enter into his thoughts, that he has ſo ſhortned that Hand of 
Mercy to his Church, as to give it over to the power of Hell, in pu- 
niſhment of the Crimes of ſome Prelates : eſpecially ſince thts has not 
an Abraham to intercede for it z but the Blood and Paſſion of the Lams, 
who ceaſes not to be Advocate for it to the Father; and who has given 
his #zalterable Promiſe, without Condition or Exception, that the Spirit 
ſhall teach it all Truth to the conſummarion of things. He do's not 
doubt therefore, but that the Faith of the Cathclic Church remains pure 
and unſpotted , notwithſtanding the ill Example of ſome eminent 
Men ; they prejudice themſelves indeed, if they be vicious, and ruin 
their own Souls ; but they .can never overthrow the Church : This 
Ttands upon a better Foundation ;. Heaven and Earth ſhall paſs away, 
but God's Word ſhall never fail; He has ſaid, He will be with her all days : 
and that Hell ſhall never prevail againſt her ; What Devil therefore can 
have led her into Error ? Whilſt therefore he receives his Faith from 
the Catholic Church, and in his Life and Converſation obſerves the 
Commandments, he undoubtedly walks ſecurely. If he knows any to 
be Sinners, he'll pity and pray for them z but by the help of God he is 
reſolv'd to follow none of their ill Example.

on, however ſeemingly good;:can

;along:with. it :*but with this, that 


external ACtions are acceptable to 
him,. and nothing ſo indifferent in 


;.it ſelf, but what by an Oblation of 
the? Heart, becomes commendable 


andChriftian. Whoſoever there. 
fore go's in Proceſſion, without di- 
reCting this Action ta the Honor 
and- Praiſe of God's Holy Name, 
do's certainly nothing more, than 
make an idle.and vain ſhew of 
himſelf; .whenas if:he had doneit 
with, a pious Jntention to recom- 
mend it, it had, no doubt, found ac- 
ceptance before God. Proceſſions,he 
finds,are a very ancient Practice in 
God's Church, and commonly us'd 
in ſolemn Thankſgivings; in great 
Feſtivals, in public Humiliations 
for the preventing the Judgments 
of God Almighty, and appeaſing 
his juſt Wrath. Tertullian makes - 
mention of them, Lb. 2. ad Vxor. 
C. 4. St. Zerom, Epift. 22. ad Eu- 
ftoch. S. Baſil, Epiſt. ad Neocaſ. 63. 
and the Council of Zaogicea in the 
Year 314+ Cap. 7. And St, Gregory 

D com- 


requir'd at their hands, and 
as if Sins were to be whipt 
out of the Back, which no- 
thing can wipe out, beſides 
the Grace of God, and the 
true Repentance of the Sin- 
ner, 
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commanded both Clergy and Lai- 
ty to be preſent inthe public Pro- 
cefions, 10 teſtimony of their Hu- 
mility and Repentance , and to 
joyn tn one Prayer to God, for 
the removing the Plague which 
then infeſted the City. And for 


his part, he cannot ſee any thing 
mthis Practice, that canbe in rea- 
fon offenfive to Chriſtians, but that itis tothe Honor of God,and edi- 
fying of our Neighbor. If t becommendablein private Families to ſing 
Pſalmsand Hymns tothe Glory of God; *tis certainly more.commen- 
dable to do it inPablic: and if it be Chriſtiag-Ike to perform -it ig 
Churches,it can be no Heatheniſh Superſtition to dothe like decenrlyand 
orderlyin the Streets. Ifthe Bleſſing or Calamity be miverſal,iry ſhould 
not the Devorion be as public as the .Ovoaſion ? Can Chriftians ſee the 
Streets licopen to all ſortsof Villanies.and:Crimes.; and yetibe ſcanda- 
lizd,whenin' the ſamePlacethey hear Praiſes fung'to God's hoty: Name? 
This Devotion indesd may ſeem improper to thoſe, who.can approve 
. nothing but what 'Cuſtom and Education recommends oo them ; but 
to-an.impartialiChriſtian :it muſtneeds'be pleaſing,to Tee-God:Honor'd 
every where where he has ſeen him Blaſphem'd 3 he cannot Tike that 
God's Empire ſhould belimited, :and the Devil's tobe without Bounds. 
Vertoe and Devotion is commendableevery whereg and nothing can 
render it 1 of abſurd, 'but whenxt-cannot be perform'd with 
due Reſpect and Reverence. He ſees the greateſt and moſt ſolemn 
Honor we:fhhew to Aagiſtrates and Princes, is when the Peers and No- 
bility, andrheir moſt Loyal SubjeCts, attend them :in Proceſſions, bear- 
ing withthemthe:Enfigns-of their Power and Regal Authority. [The 
Teinmphs of aiCorquerer:cannot 'be more folemnly perform'd, than in 
this mamer; and 'the Laſt ſeriows charnable ce we'ſhew 'to our 
aecex'd Friends, is to attend them in the'likeorder tothe Grave. If 
therefore the moſt ſerious'and ſolemn Honor 'we give-to our Friends, 
\ to'Congaerors, and to Kings, be'tn Proceſſions, how can'it be ridicatous 
to:Honor-God afrerthe:ſame way? ?*Tis reaſon we-ſhonld give'toGod 
the. Beſt. of whatwwe have, and-it cannot 'beabſurd.to Honor him, to 
whom all Honor is due, in the moſt ſolemm way. Thoſe Pious Di- 


fcipleswho fpreaditheir Garments in the Way, arc. 11. and having 
cuat-down Branches, went before, and'follow'd Fefw as he rode in v4 
ump 
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umph into Ferxſalem, with the frequent Shouts of Hoſanne, Bleſſed i 
be that cometh in the Name of the Lord, did, no doubt, in this Attion, 
Honor Cbrift ; and fince He was pleas'd to accept it from them, and 
reprehend thoſe who would have put a ſtop to 'the Acclamations, 'tis 
not becoming any Chriſtian to turn it into Ridicule. What can be 
more juſtifiable amongſt the Followers of Chriſt, than tomaintain the 
practice of ſo warrantable an Example? If it were a devout Attionin 
them to Honor the deſſias in that way, it Ean be no Superſtition todo 


the like now. If it was edifying to True. Believers to ſee the Zea}of 


thoſe People, it is capable of being ſo ſtill, whenſoever 'tis:done with 
the like Intention.. All Superſtitions indeed and eAiwſta are very com> 
mendably reformed; but to reform upon what Chrif# himſelf has dong 

he thinks-is to aft without Commiſſion. And now if in Zens Proce 

ſons in ſome. Places are to be ſeen Public Penjrents Diſciplining them- 
ſelves, *ris not a thing he is much concern'd to vindicate, it being not 
a PraCtice recommended by the Church, but only a particular Devo- 
tion taken up by ſome People and Countries. However, he thinks it a 
thing not wholly to be condemn'd ; if ſome Men are conſcious to themw- 
ſelves of the guilt of crying and heinous Sins, and afterwards touch'd 
with atrue Repentance, endeavor by their Tears aud Blood to expiate 
their Crimes, 'tis nothing contrary to the Laws of God z nay, this 
ſort of Penance ſpringing from a good Principle, and an ardent defire 
of .appeaſing the Divine Juſtice, is undoubtedly very laudable and 
Chriſtian. 'Tis no new thing to uſe Corporal Aortifications in teſtimo- 
ny of a ſincere Repentance, and for the preventing the juſt Vengeance 
of God ; 'twas for this reaſon AMordeei and the Jews did Faſt and Weep, 
and lie in Sackclo:b and Aſhes, Eſth. 4, For this reaſon Fob did repre- 
hend himſelf, and repent in duſt and aſhes, Fob 42. For this reaſon did 
the Ninivites with their King proclaim a Faſt, lay by their Robes, put 
on Sackeloth, and fir in Aſbes, from the greateſt of them to the leaff, 
both Man and Beaſt, Fo. 3. And has it not been for this reaſon that ſo 
many of the Primitive Chriſtians have renounc'd the World, hid them- 
ſelves in Caves and Rocks, retir'd into Deſerts, and there finiſh'd their 
Days in a holy Courſe of Faſting and Prayer, of Labor, Penance and 
Mortification ? And now fince theſe auſtere Methods are not only 
beneficial for this end, but likewiſe for the reducing the Body into 2 


*due ſubjeCtion to Reaſor, and curbing it inall its ſenſual Paſſions, ex- 


travagant Appetites and Exceſles 3 why ſhould it not be allow'd, nay 
be commendable amongſt Chriſtians ? - <—_ there be any, who, 
2 to 
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to withhold the Judgments of Heaven, will: with-Fob,:/Mordecai and 
the Fews, Faſt and Weep in Sackcloth,' Duſt and Aſbes : If with the Nint- 
vites, any. will cry out: to Heaven, and heartily:repent in-Fxfting, in 
Sackglath and Aſbes :'.If with St. Paul, any will chaftiſe their Body, and 
bring it into ſubjettion, that ſo they may not fallifrom Grace, and be- 
come Reprobates, let them do it. in God's Name: St. Paul ſays of 
himſelf, that he did Chaſtsſe bis 'Body; that is in the Greek, according to 
Eraſmm, Make it black.and'blew, and according to Beza, Beat or Bruiſe 
3 (contundo); And 'tis related 'of St. Ferom, that he beat his Breaſt 
witha Stone, The Erannpes of theſe our holy Predeceſlors are ſuffi- 
cient to warrant:the.crhod, and to aſſure us,” that tho' God neyer 
gave Command for ſuch Severities, yet as they were acceptable to him 
herecoforeviom them, ſo they. will be from us; it being ne ſtrange 
thing,: that Free-wil-Oferings fhould be well-pleafing to God. 'Tis 
certain , 'the. Subſtance of a-true Converſion is in the Heart z an 
the: moſt perfett: Hdortification is in the inward Mans. and: yet if the 
through ifervor.and ze! break forth in ſome, and: ſhew themſelyes 
in-the Body, 'to the Honor of God and Example - of our Neighbor, 
what - juſt Exception can be -made ? - If ſome are touch'd with the 
Loveof:God and a ſincere Repentance in their Heart, and expreſs it 
by their Tongue: in Words, 'tis; well 3 if others ſhew it by their Eyes in 
Tew5s;:'tis well z if: others by their: Breaſt, in beating it, 'tis well 3 if 0- 
thersby their Head, {in covering it with .Aſes,'tis well; if others by 
their Back, in: wearing Huir-cloth, Sackcloth, or in Diſciplines, is it not 
well too? 'Tis true, all theſe Ways are ſubjeCt to. Abuſe ; and there's 
notany of them, - but what Hypocrites and Diſſemblers may make uſe 
of-as well.as true Converts 3. but yet if they really proceed from a true 
ſnieof having offended God, in an.acknowledgment of the Sinners 
unworthineſs; for the imploring God's. Mercy, and averting his 
Wrath'; they can be offenſive to none but ſuch, who love either their 
own Way or Eaſe too-much. The ſame Spiric. works differently in 
different Perſons; and tho' ſome repert heartily intheir Cloſets, retir'd 
from all but God ; yet whoſoever quarrels with all oper Expreſſions of 
Repentance, and makes. Pageantry of all ſuch Devotions as are per- 
form'd out of that Retirement, ſeems to have but a little ſhare of that 
Holy Mover,and do'snot leſs than defame him who ſaid, Let your Light 
ſhize before men, for a necellary Encotrager to Hypocrifie and Diſſi- 
mulation. | 
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CHAP. VI. _ 
Of keeping the Sabbath-Dajy.

E is taught to havelittle

Commandment ; keeping a 
Day Holy in the Service of 


God, is out of date in his 


Church, and Sabbath-breaking 
with him is no Sin. Caſt bur 
an Eye amongſt them, upon 
the Lord's-Day, and you may 
ſee it prophan'd without re- 
morſe ; all manner of Servile 
Work is every where permit- 
ted ; they give no reſt either 
to Man or Beaſt. Step but 1n- 
to the next Popiſh Country, 
Flanders, and O the Abomi- 
nation ! On the Sabbath-Day 
Buying, Selling, Carting, 
Horſing, Travelling, and 
what not ! All is Prophana- 
tion and Abuſe; all in Con- 
tempt of God's holy Word 
and Ordinance. 


Repreſented. 
E is taught by his Church, 
that all Chriſttans are 06b- 
lig'd to. keep all the Command- 
ments of God ; that -whoſoever 
breaks any one of them, certainly 
incurs God's high Diſpleaſure,and 
the guilt of Eternal Damnation. 
He 1s taught, that' by the Fourth 
Commandment, as /tiscommonly 
call'd, be is. in-Duty oblig'd 'to 
keep holy the Sabbarh-Day, (or, 
as Chriſtians call it, the Zord's- 
Day) by ſetting it apart for the 
Service of God, ſpending it- in 
Prayer and Devotion, in the per- 
formance of good Works, to the: 
Honor of God, and Benefit of his* 
own Soul; that for this end Ser- 
vile Work is on this Day forbid- 
den, both in reſpect of Man and 


| Beaſts ;- that he who do's contra- 


ry to:this Law, isa Contemner of 
God, ſtands obnoxious to the Di- 
vine Vengeance, and ought to re- 
member, with how ſevere a Hand 
the Tranſgreſſors of this Precept 
were puniſh'd heretofore , Nu. 


15. 35- This is the DoCtrin of his Church touching .,.; Li 
this Commandment, Thns tis Expounded to him, — = Explic. 
an all of his Communion, by the Council of Tre, Tert, Precepe. | 
inthe Catechiſm compos'd & ſet forth by their Or- |

And in this manner the Pariſh Prieſts are: 


charg'd. 
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charg'd to inſtruCt the People as to the odſervance of this Day. Thoſe 
Papifs therefore that are zealous for the Honor of God, and deſirous 
of their own Salvation, do endeavor ths to Sanftifie the Lords-Day, 
being equally ſolicitons for theglue keeping this Commandment, and 
of allthe reſt.. And whereſoever 'tis not thus holily and in the fear of 
God obſery'd, whether by Papiſts or others, there (bating ſome Caſes 
of Neceſlity) it muſt be ſome great Abuſe,or ciſe a neglect of Chriſtian 
Duty, at which not only Proreſiants areſcandaliz'd, but likewiſe every 
good Papi, who wiſhes with all his heart, that in this Point care were 
taken for a Reformation. Heis well fatisf'd, that the Faſtors and 
Prelates where ſuch Abuſes have crept in, are far from approving of 
them ; and that ſuch as comply with their FunCtion , zealouſly de- 
claim againſt them, both by Advice and Example encouraging the 
People to the Performance of their Duty in this ſo weighty a Concern. 
Theſe may truly fay in this,what S. Augy/iir did in the like Caſe,(/.20. 
cons, Fanſt, c. 21.) What we Teach is onething, what we Tolerate another : 
"Tis one thing we are oblig'd to Command, another we are bound to Reform ; 
and till we cax Reforui, we are forc'd to Tolerate #. And fince1it do's not 
take effeft, he canonly pity and pray for 'em, and wiſh that this Day 
were axecly SanQifi'd in all Places z not prophan'd by Buying, Labor- 
ing, and Traffick ; nor yet, by Sleeping in Churches, idle Gazing and 
Diſcourſing, or making it a Day of Zazneſs, inſtead of Reſt. But 
ala. } This isnot the only Precept that ſuffers violence, there's ſcarce 
any Country which has not its popular and darling Yice, and where ſome 
one of the Commandments is not grown unfaſhionable with diſorderly 
Livers : Sec how littleand pardonable a Sin Glurrony and Drunkenneſs 
is in ſome Places; in others, Pilfering and Stealing ;, 1n others, Defama- 
tion, Lying, Raiſing and Spreading Scaraals, Subornation and Perjury ; in 
others,!Car ſing, Plaguing, Damning, and Cheating. And thus whilſt Chri- 
ftianity is the Profeſſion, there's no Nation, but where the Looſe and 
Licke-warm Pretenders make bold with ſome part of it, and become a 
Scandal tothe reſt, whoalways with a deepReſentment condemn that 
Extravagance they eſpy in their Neighbors, tho? other ways they are, 
deeper in themſelves. But all theſe are Abuſes, and how far they can 
be charg'd upon the Prelates and Overſeers, 'tis hard todetermine. As 
for what is objeCted of Flanders in our preſent Concern, it may be conſi- 
der'd, that that Country has been for many Years a Seat of War, -that 
hence they have had occaſion of Laboring in Fortifications, Carriages, 
Artillery, of Buying and Fighting on all Days alike z that by degrees

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Sundays by this means have loft their dueReſpet, and what wasjuſtifi- 
able in time of War, has afterwards been retain'd by Abuſe ; thistoany 
impartial Man may is fomemanner extenuatethe Fault, tho' it cannot. 
altogether render them blameles. Other Countries likewiſe, which he 


under the Scandal of prophaning bis Dey, protecd ſome Apology for 
themſclves, viz. The neceſſitous Condition of the poor Country People,

who by their whole Six days Labor being fcarce able tokeep their Fa- 


mily from ſtarving, can come to Town only on — and there 
are forc'dto providethemfſelves of ſame Neceſſaries for SeH-preſerva- 
tion 3 aud think it no morea breach of the Commandment, to keep 
their Wivesand Children from fallinginto the Ditch pn aSxnday, than 
tis to-pull their Ox or 4/5 out of it, But how far phis-Pretengemay 
bereal, he cannot tel.

What is this but 
Lip-labor ? *Tis to pretend 
to Gadlineſs, and let it allend 
in Words to make a Shew 
of Relizion, & make no more 
of it, but Froth and Shadow. 
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repetition of Word isfruitleſs,and 
all external Devotion vain, unleſs 
the Heart pnts a value on them, 


. and by a ſerious Oblation recom- 
; mends them to the Throne © of | 
God. Whoſoever therefore goes 


to Maſs, and feeks no other En- 
tertainment for his Thoughts, be- 
ſides vain, idle or foreign ObjeCts, 
do's no more like a Chriſtian, than 


; the Walls that are about him 5 and 
inſtead''of . complying with his 
'Duty before God, do's moſt cer- 


tainly offend him, by making a 
mockery of thoſe Holy Myſteries, 
and preſenting himſelf before his 
Maker like a Beaſt and: not like'a 


.:Man.: *Tis true, if he'was preſent 


at Maſs, tho' with never ſo many 
idle and diſtrafted Thoughts, the 
Church can take no cognizance of 
him; becauſe This, like other 
Courts of Judicature, or judicat 
ae interioribus, do's not extend be- 
yond what is apparent. *Tis God 
is the only Judge of Hearts and 
Thoughts, and ſuch Tranſgreſſions 
as paſs not theſe Bounds, are net 
queſtionable by 'any Human Au- 
thority. Hypocrites and Diſſem- 
blers eaſily bafflleall Human Laws, 
And That Church, which obliges 
its Members to be preſent every 
Sunday and Holy-day, and That 
which commads them to appear 
only once 4 Month, are equally at 
a laſs in this Point. They can 
charge none with the breach of 
the Precept, who do but ſhew 

themſelves 
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themſelves according to Order. And ſuch who come to Church for 
Conſcience-ſake, and continue theres in a holy Exerciſe of Devotion; 
and ſuch who come there for Intereſt, to ſave themſelves from the Se- 
verity of the Law , with Hearts full of Rancor, Malice, and Con- 
tradition, are alike unqueſtionable by any Court upon Earth. 
Heaven indeed looks upon them with another Eye, and will judge 
them according to their Hearts 3 but Human Laws fall ſhort of this, 
and reach not beyond outward appearance. However, *tis the Duty 
of Paſtors to admoniſh their Flock, that they perform all their Devo- 
tions, both with a decent compoſure of Body, and with their Spirit 
and Soul rais'd up to God. 1 his Advice is given by the Council of 
Trent, (Sefſ. 22. de Sacrif. Mifſ.) whereit ſtriftly chargesthe Prieſts, 
Ii. A Sacerdotibns onnem operam, &c. To perform their Duty with the 
greateſ® Purity and Cleanneſs of Heart poſſible. 2. Forbids them to ſay 
Maſs, Niſt prins qui interſint, decenter compoſito corporis habit, declara- 
werint ſe Mente etiam & devoto Cordis affettu, non ſolum corpore, adeſſe ; 
Till thoſe that are preſent have declar'd, that they will aſliſt there, not 
only with their Body, but with their Mind too, and a devout Aﬀectian 
of Heart. By which it is evident, that the Church is fo far from 
thinking ſuch People (viz. who come without internal Devotion) to 
acquit themſelves of the Duty of Hearing Maſs, that could ſhe ſee 
their Interior, ſhe would not permit Maſs to be faid in their Preſence. 
"Tis nothing but a Calumrny therefore to affirm, that his Church is not 
concern'd for any real and true Devotion in her Members, or whether 
they bring their Hearts to Church, or no. For tho' ſhe cannot puniſh 
thoſe who come thither and leave them behind ; yet ſhe declares to all 
in her Communion, that they cannot deceive the All-ſceing God, that 
he is the Searcher of Hearts z that Lip-Devotion and going to Church 
are not regarded by him, unleſs the Heart go in Company ; that all 
voluntary DiſtraCtion at Prayers is ſinful, and that Hypocriſie and 
Diſſimulation are moſt heinous offences. This he finds repeated in all 
his Catechiſms, in his Spiritual Books, in the Confeſlionary, in Ser- 
mons 3 and the ingulcating this into the Minds of the People, he knows 
to bea neceſlary/Duty of all thoſe who take Chargeof Souls. But wheg 
all this is doneyhe muſt needs with a deep reſentment of his Scaj$con- 
feſs, that through the negleft and wickedneſs of ſome Chriſtians, (if 
they are to be calld ſo) Churches and Chappels are prophan'd with 
variety of Abuſes, and Men aſſiſt at Prayers and Sermons, as if their 
whole BuſineGsthere were only an idle 5" Ro 3 as if they defign'd 
; 5 
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fo be a Scandal totheir Profeſſion, and to fill with ſhame and confuſion 
asmany as own the ſame belief with rhem._ He cannot without grief 
and bluſhing refle&t on the Indecencies and Misbehavior of ſome in 
thoſe Sacred Places; how they Talk prophanely, Gaze idly, Glance 
taſciviouſly, Laugh rudely, Loli indecently, and upon one Kaee feem to 
make Adoration to ſome Demi-God. But God be thanked, theſe are 
only the Abuſes of inſenſible and unthinking Chriſtians, and not the 
Doran of his Churds, which both deteſts and condemns them ; and owrs 
that her greateſt Calamities have ſprung from theſe Slights and Con- 
tempts; and that there's none more certainly accurſed, tham he, qui facie 
opus Deinegligenter ,yhodo's the Work of God negligently. And now as 
theſe are Abuſes of Churches, {o there are others of Prayers perform'd 
elſewhere, which he is fo far from juſtifying, that in this he'll joyn 
with'the fierceſt of Adverſaries anddecry them. For tho' he be taught 
by his Clharchto maintainand abetevery thing that is Good and Holy 
yet is he no-where taught to uphold Abuſes. And therefore if any of 
x#heſe, through the Impiety, Ignorance, Craft, or Superſtition of Men, 
'bave crept imto the praftice of Devotion, he's for having them reCti- 
fi'd, and wil' hold op his -Hand for a Reformation; always provided, 
that this -be done with a due deference to Superiors, be never at- 
tempted by Sabiſz: or Rebellion, and that the whole Frame of Religion 
be not overthrown for the redreſs of ſome Corruptions. However, 
amangſt theſe Abuſes, he do's not think the Praftice of ſaying Prayers, 
even an the Streetor elſewhere, is to be reckon'd; but rather that *ris 
AÞious-inftitution founded upon that Advice of the Apoſtle, where 
he exhorts us to Prey always. Tis the Duty of a Chriſtian ro ſerve 
hisGod with all his Power, with all his Strength, and with all his Soul, 
and this at all Times and in all Places ; and hethat keeps his Thoughts 
maisid. to:Heaven, and his Heart fix'd upon his Maker with the leaſt 
interruption, beſt ſatisfies this Obligation. Whether therefore it be 
in the Streets, oran the Fields, or inaGarden;z whether Walking, Sit- 
ning, Standing,or Kneeling ; in Company, or alone ; when at Le1ure, 
orat Work ; to Pray ts ſo far from being an Abuſe, that 'tis in ſome 
amannera Duty, But this not of neceſſity to be perform'd in Words, 
bao tirher in Thovghts alone, or by an Oblation of our ſelves and wharſo- 
ever weiaare about, tothe Honor of God. Now this he do's not think 
cane :done in all Places, at all Seaſons, in all Company, at all Em- 
ments , without variety of DiſtraCtions. But what then? Are 
Ades never to Prey, tl they can do it like Angels? Or is it a Sin » 
raiſe 
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raiſe a Thought from our Buſipeſs to Heaven, becauſe we cannot- carry 
it on without interruption a continue: on Prayers indeed amidſt yo- 
luntary DiſtraCtions, is but idle, and nothing more than an inſmgnificant 
Devotion of Cuſtom or Faſhion. 1.ct thoſe therefore who make ſhew 
of Praying while they are Talking, or. perhaps Playing, examine 
themſelves z if they jeſt with God. they are to anſwer it themſelves,and 
neither He nor his Church need Apologize for their Follies : Butas 'tis 
moſt becoming a Chriſtian to break through the heat of Recreations, 
of Diſcourſe, of Buſineſs, with frequent Ejaculations 'and Thoughts 
upon God ; ſo jt cannot (but be moſt commendable to expreſs. the 
ſame Thoughts in Words. Some may think this to be 1mproper and 
abſurd at times, but I fear 'tis only ſuch, who are Diſciples at Feltx, 
and with him do not like to: hear of God and Goodnels, but at what,

Law, and perſevere to the end ; 
that there can be no more Exce- 
ption againſt them, than again 
Chriſtianity it ſelf. Beſides theſe, 
there are others of an inferior.

Brotherhoods, is none of the leaſt. 
Theſe being notking but ſeveral

The Holy 
Croſs is in Fifty thouſand Pla- 
ces ; and ſo many rome of it 
are ſhewn, that if they were 
all together, they would ſerve 
to make up as many Trees as 
were in Paradiſe. They ſhew 
two Heads of St. John we 89- 
as many of Mary Magaalen. 
And thus ſtriving to win the 
People to themſelves, they 
fly to Impoſlibles, and by ab- 
{urd Pretences render them- 
felves Ridiculous to all con- 
ſidering Men, and give occa- 
fioa of concluding their 
whole Religion to be nothing 
more than a Cheat. 


ſpend their Days in the Service: 

of GR and their Neighbor , by 
common Conſent reſolve upon 
the conſtant performance of ſuch 
and ſuch Good Works : as the 
Saying fo many Prayers every: 
Day, Faſting ſo many Days in the 
Week, Confeſling and Receiving: 
the Bleſſed Sacrament ſo often 
in the Month ; Viſiting the Sick, 
Relieving the Poor, Aſſiſting Pri- 
ſoners and Captives, Burying the 
Dead, &c. And in this he can diſ- 
cover nothing contrary to Law or 
Goſpel z but rather that 'tis all 
moſt commendable and Chriftian. 
He finds amongſt Men of other 
Perſuaſions, many Socieries and Boe 
dies of Pariſhes, Countries and Com- 
pames kept up, for the maintaining 
Trade and a fair Correſpondence, 
with a common Allowance for a 
Sermon and a Dinner, And may not 
Societies and Brotherhoods, be as in- 
nocent and edifying, which are. 
united by a mutual Agreement, of 
Prayers, Faſting, and GoodWorks, 


for the encreaſe of Devotion and gaining Heaven ? Fhis then is all the 
Deſign of theſe 1»ſtirutions, and this the End of all their Rules and: 
Preſcriptions. This may be ſaid to be a Pradtice allow'd and ap- 
prov'd by his Church, not as to be impos'd on any, but free to ail 
that are willing to enroll themſelves. But as for any thing beyond 
this, 'tis the Concern of Particular Men, and not of his Relzcion. And if 
there be any ſo abandon'd to Wickedneſs, as to make a Trade of De- 


votion, and toturna holy Practice into Merchandiſe, *tis becauſe they 
are wicked, and not becauſe they are Papiſts ; 'ris by follewing the Sug- 
geſtions of their own corrupt Deſires, and leaving the Dectrin of his 
Church ;, and ſi# is no more to anſwer for their Impieties, than.a-Go- 
vernment is. for the. Ixregularities of thoſe. who tranſgreſs the. Laws. 


Let 
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Let them be-prov'd againſt them, and they will certainly be puniſh'd. 
As to all therefore thar relates to the Afracles, to the Images, tothe 
Relics belonging to any of theſe Confraternities,or elſewhere,his Church 
lays no Tie on him ; and 'tis as free for him to aſſert or 4d:ſſent in theſe 
Caſes, as in Caſe of any other Matter of Hiſtory whatſoever : and eve- 
ry conlidering Man of his Communion obſerves no other Method in 
theſe things, thau to give credit, as far as the Grounds and Motives 
deſerve. Andjathis there's no injury done to Truth, toReaſon, to 
Prudence, or fOlttianity, His Church teaches him no farther in this. 
Point, than that God being Omnpotent, is-as able now to work Mira-- 
cles, as ever ; and that he do's. it whenſoever he judges it-convenient 
for his greater Honor and Glory : Bur as. to the when and the where, . 
that's only left to Prudence to judge and determine. Ard for his part 
he has no difficulty in thinking, without any injury to his Faith and. 
Religion, that as Men are raſhand inconſiderate in other Afﬀairs, ſo 
they may beover haſty in crying up and believing of Miracles:; and: 
that 'tis poſſible among credulous People, there has many a Noiſe 
of theſe been ſpread and receiv'd, without any better Grounds than. 
of Miſtake. or Imagination. But. what then ? In caſe this were true, 
and that ſome falſe Miracles had been'obtruded through Ignorance or' 
Deſign ;. yet do's he not think it Reaſonor Chriſtianity, that the whole 
Buſineſs of 443racles ſhould be thrown by.in the Lump z for this would 
® bHetoruninto the other Extreme, toexclude an over-pros Credulity, by 
making way for all kind of [religion and Atheiſm. For, as in Suppoſi- 
tion, there have been falſe Miracles; havenot there been Falſe Prophers 
too, Falſe Apoſiles, and Falſe Goſpels ? And becauſe That under the- 
Name of St. Peter, and That of St. Andrew and St. Thomas has been: 
prov'd Apocryphal and Surreptitious ; muſt thoſe of St. 24atthew and* 
St. John be reputed no better ? Becauſe many Preachers have » c5-y 
in Pulpits, and aftera fair Preamble of Hearken to the Word of the Lord, 
have deliver:d nothing but Eaitonand Rebelion; mult all of that Coar 
be branded for. /mpoſtors? And muſt Chriſtianity be hiſs'd-ont .of the 
World for a Fable and a. Dream, becauſe for oxe Chriſ#, there has ap- 
pear'd Five hundred Seducers ? Nocertainly ; *ris thepart of every pru- 
dent Chriſtian to.make. a difference between Good and £111, between 
Trucand Falſe > and, as it becomes him, not todeny every Beggar that 
asks him,becauſe a great part of them are Difſemblers; ſo neither can it 
be warrantable in him,to pronounce Sentence 27 groſs,againlt any thing 
that has relation to God's Honor and.Glory, becauſe: in ſome — : 
| | ars 
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lars he's:convinC'd of Deceit. As for Miracles therefore and Relics, 
(without mention of Particulars) let fuch as have-Grounds enough to 
deſerve credit, have it ; and for others, 'tis no offence to his Faith or 
Religion to ſuſpend all aſſent. If any aſſert confidently 4tiracles or 
Relics without due Grounds and Examination, they are fookſhly Pons 
and Raſh: if any cry up ta the People Miracles and Relics, which they 
kzow to be zone, they are na better. than /mpoſtors ;, and-as much Mony 


and Freinds as they make by ſuch Frauds, ſo much WYathand Judgment 
dothey undoubtedly heap up to themſelves. - Thwy:Was certainly the 
Judgment of the Fathers in the Councitof Trexr, WheTor this reaſon 


took care to reform all Abuſes concerning Images, Miracles and Relics, 
and gave in charge to all Carates, Pariſh-Prieſts and Biſhops, to take care 
of preventing the like for the future. And now if ſince that time any 
ethers, either through neglect or deſignedly, have crept in amongſt the 
Faithful, he knows no Papiſts, that will or' ought to oppoſe their due 
Reformation. However he cannot think all to be Ab»ſes, which by 
{ome are thrown into that Liſt :' he muſt needs own, that the almoſt 
innumerous Pieces of the Holy Croſs, are a ſeeming Contradiction to his 
Reaſon, and that there's neceſſity of a Miracle to ſupport it. But ſince 
he finds this Objeftionto be of Thirteen hundred years date, and the

An. 390. Ep. poſture. St. Paulinu, Biſhop of Nola, ſays, That the 
ad Sever. Croſs in #25 inſenſible Matter being privileg'd with a living 
' Quality, has been. ſo aivided into almoſt innumerous Pieces, 

that it # n0t at all diminiſh'a; and that it drank in this laſting Vertue from 
the Blood of that Fleſh, which ſuffer'd Death without being ſenſible of cor- 
ruption. And tho' the Sentiment of this Father be not obHgatory to any, 
nor has any relation to Faith; yet ſince tis no Modern Invention, but 
recommended to him from that purer Age of Holy and Underſtanding 
Men, without the Contradidcttion of any ; it ſeems more commendable 
tohum, it not to aſſent, art leaſt to ſuſpend al Judgment, till there be 
better than that Jewiſh Evidance, of How can this be? to call it in que- 
{ſtion, \T he-more-tronblefpui-Difficulty is that of the ſame Relic be- 
ing ſhewn and aſlerted in axferent Places, and this he muſt needs own 
bears the face of a F#ggle. But, however he cannot politively condemn 
it as ſuch, becauſe be finds Prudent, Pioes and Judicions Men Preten- 
ders an, both fides, .each- producing rational: Grounds for whay they 
Challenge.

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miſtake in Hiſtory, ſome miſfake in the Name or in the Perſon, It bein 
no new thing for ſeveral, to put in their claim to the ſame thing. An 
differem Authors being maintain'd by great Hiſtorians and Antiquaries, 
for the ſame Bookof the very Scripeure it ſelf. As therefore many Ab- 
ſurdities ſpring from the diſagreeing Reports of Hiſtorians in other 
Matters, {o likewiſe in this; and till 34ez come to be like the Angels in 
Heaven, there muſt be always allowances in conſideration of their In- 
firmities. Another occaſion of many Pretenders to the ſame Relic he 
finds to be, that generally whoſveveris in poſſeſſion of a Principal or 
conliderablepart of the Garmert, the Hand, the Arm of a Martyr, gives 
it no other Name, than of the Garment, the Hand, the Arm; and fo 
the Whole ſeems to -be multiply'd to an Abſurdity, when in reality 
there are not ſo many Wholes, but only ſo many Pieces. This then is 
what he finds and underſtands concerning Fraternities, Miracles and 
Relics ; what is good, true and juſt in them, he thinks no body will be/ 
againſt z and for his part, his Church, Faith, or Keligion teach him to 
be for no more. Andif there be any thing orherwiſe in them, he will 
do Service to his Church, that will diſcover it and prove it, that fo it

And now what 
ſignifie all his Proteſtations 
to the contrary, ſince his own 
Words, and Attionr, and Pro- 
ſtrations and Prayers fly in the 
very Face of him, as undeni- 
able and .moſt convincin 
Proofs.of his Blaſphemy an 
Prophanensſs. 
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Earth, is nothing more than a 
Creature, and the work of his 
Hands ; and that there's no more 
proportion betwixt God and any 
of the Saints, even the Yirgin Ma- 
7y; than between nfinitand Finit, 
Omnipotency and Weakneſs, than be- 
twixt God and his Creatures. This

et he acknowled he gt his 

ords, his Addreſſes, his Aftions 
are many times the ſame to God, 
to the Saints, and to Men ; if they 
are taken as dead kind of Motions, 
and abſtralted from his Iztention 
which animates them, and gives 
them their diffinion. For as he 
ſays to God, that he loves, honors 
and reſpefFs him; ſo he ſays to 
the Saznts and to his Neighbor , 
that he loves, reſpe#s and honors 
them.

He ſays to God, Thou art 
my Father and Comforter, ſave me, 
redeem mae, bleſs mc,belp me, ſtreng- 
then me, and overthrow all my Ene- 
mies; the ſame words he oft-times 
ſaysto Hen. He uncovers bis Head, 
kneels, proſtates, holds up his Hands 


and Eyes, weeps, atks pardon and forgiveneſs of God z and the ſame Att1- 
02s on occaſions he do's to Aden, And ſo likewiſe of almoſt all other 
Expreſſions, Aitions and Motions ; ſo that if any one were ſo inconſide- 


rate, 
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rate, and raſh, as to meaſure: his Fasth by theſe, .he might ſoon be con- 
cluded an; Atheiſt, a Polytheiſt, a Blaſphemer, and what nati?. And 
would not the whole Chriſtian World be caſt after him into the ſame 
Liſt ? What would become of Abraham, ,who bowed himſelf toward the 
ground before the & *,, Gen, 18.: 2. What -of Faſhuz, *who fell. 0: 
his face, and did worſhip the Angel Captain of the. Lord's hoſt 3 Joſii5.' 14. 
Would not Abigail, by thisRule, be condemn'd, for making an Idal of 
David, becauſe ſhe fell before David on her face to the ground, and fell 
at his feet, and ſaid, Upon me, my Lord, upon me let this niquity beg wnd 
let thine hand-maid, 1 pray thee, ſpeak, in thine audience, and hear the words 
of thine hand-maid.—1 pray thee, forgive the treſpaſs of : thine hand-maid ? 
1 Sam. 25. 23,24, 28. For what greater Expreſſions could ſhe have 
us'd even to God himſelf, of Adoration, Humiljation, Comtrition, Pray- 
ing, and asking Pardon tor her Offence? And muſt not Daniel be ne- 
cellarily branded for a Blaſphemer, for addreſſing himfelf ro Nebuchad- 
nezzar by the Sovereign Titles of, O King, and King of Kings;-and 
telling him that he had a Kingdom, Power, and Strength, and Glory : 
Dan. 2. 37. which are the Attributes expreſly given ro God himſelf ? 
And then, do's not NebuchadnezAar idolize him agen, who fell upon hjs 
face, and worſhip'd Daniel, and commanded that they ſhould offer an 'oblation 
and ſweet odors ungo him ? at the ſame time confeſling that Daniel's God 
was a God of Gods, and a Lord of Kings; and Damel notat all repro- 
ving him for what he had done ? 1b, v. 46.- The ſame thing. did the 
Sons of the Prophets,to Eliſha, wha bowed themſelves to the ground befate 
him. 2, King.2.15. Sodid the Shunamite,who fell at Eliſha's feet," 1b:4.37. 
So Fudith adored Holofernes ;, and Achior Judith, So that if this. haſty 
way of concluding Men Arheifts and Blaſphemers be once follow'd,: as 
many. holy Men as have ever liy'd in the'World,;.muſt neceflarily tall 
under the [nfamy ;. and there's no remedy, but ſetting, up,for , Quake- 
riſm. Butalafs, this way of Cenſuring has mare of Paſſion in-it,- than 
Reaſonor Chriſtianity : and a little ſerious:Conſfideration upon, what 
weſee and hear even from Beggars inthe .Street, from Mentin their 
Neceſſities, from Subjects to their Princes, both as to. their Exprelli- 
ons, Actions and Deportment, will ealily inform us, .that there's /carce 
any Word, Title, Behavior, or, Phraſe, us'd to. God. Almighty, but, what 
common Pradtice do's ſometime apply to Crewumes,:withaut the guilt, 
or even. ſuſpicion of  {dolgirys Theje, having.no poſlibility of being 
either Good or Evil; butonly as they receive it from the {tention that 
direftsthem. If therefore we are ſo 4oderate, as to ſee and hear this 

F done 
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done to'one another without Scandal; why ſhould we be ſo ſeverely 
Cenſorious, when the ſame is done to the Bleſſed that are in' Heaven ? 
If a Main his Neceſſity may innocently ſay to his Neighbor, Help me ; 
how comes it tobe a breach of his Duty, toſay the ame to the YVirgin 
Mary, or a'Saint'that is in Heaven? If a Man may ſay -þ his Friend, 
Protett.me, Govern-me, Dire me, Defend me, &6c; without 'any offence 
eitherto Godor Man; why ſhould it be an inexcufable Blaſphemy, to 
ſay the like to thoſe that are in Glory ? A Papiſt makes nomorea God 
f'the Yirgin ary, or a Saint, when he thus adddreſſes himſelf to 
them,than he do's of Xſan, when heuſes the ſame Expreſſions. He knows, 
neither the one nor the others are any more than Creatures; and he 
asks:nothing of them, any otherwiſe than in their Deyree and Condition 
1nden God they are capable of giving him aſſiſtance. Mar may be ſer- 
viceable to him by his Authority, by his Intereſt, by his Advice, by his 
Learning, by his Art, &c. if God be ſo willing : and for this it is he 
becomes Petitioner to him ; The Saints in Heaven may be ſervice- 
able to him, by their Prayers, interceding to God for him ; and this he 
asksof'them. Sb that in whatſoever words heexpreſles himſelf either 
to Men or. Saints, he means no more, than as depending of God, and in 
ſubordination to his bleſſed Will they are capable, fo they would con- 
cur to his Relief. And in this, where's the Blafphemy ? Where the 
Idolatry ?- This is the Senſe of the whole Church, and thus 'tis Expli- 
cated tothe Faithful in/her Catechiſms and'Sermons ;. and-'declar'd in 
the.Council:of Trezr3 and none can'be ignorant'of it, but thoſe that 
will nor kgow, © But now for the Mary-Pſalter and the Phraſe of the 
Pariſian Maſi-Book, they are indeed extraordinary ; and as ſuch repu- 
ted by thoſe of his Communion : the latter was an Hyperbolical Ex- 
preſſion, faitable tothe French Genius, but ſoon lay'd by as improper, 
and now'no-where to bEfound; but in the Monuments of thoſe, who 
record every thing thit'will: ſerve to blacken'their Neighbor. The + 
former” is a Book the Devotion of 'a Private. Perfon, whoever he 
' was: And tho” ſuch Applications ſound very ſcandalous to ſome 
Ears, yet not ſo much to his ;. becauſe he is very well fatisfi'd they 
were never intended to Deifie the Virgin Mary, or to make her equal 
to God; but only to beaccommodated to' her in an zferior way : ſuch 
as is frequent in the Fathers, when' in their Panegyrics and Orations, 
they oftenapply the words of Scripture to the Saints, tho' ſpoken there 
of Chrift. And did not Chriſt himſelf do this, who owning himſelf 
the Light of the World, yer faid to his Apoſtles, You are the Light of 
the 
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the World. Andiis it not the ſame inthe Old Teſtament, where even the 
Sovereign Name of God is given to Prieſts; Ego dixi Du eſtis, I have 
ſaid ye are Gods, and where in the Caſe of Foſhua, God is ſaid (ac- 
cording to: the Pulpar' Tranſlation) to have obey'd the. Voice of Man? 
of. 10: 14; * Arid uport a little conſideration he cannot but wonder, 
how this Age ſhould come to be ſo ſqueamiſh in this Point above all 
others, it having been bleſ#d with a Generation of Men, who could 
hear an Un-Soul'd Wretch honor'd, doted on, and maintain'd under 
the blaſphemous Title of Saviour of the Nation, and- two Perjur'd Vil- 
lains proclaim'd for the Witneſſes mention'd 10 the Apocelyps, and {ir 
down contented with this for a long time, without Scruple, without 
Remorſe, without ContradiCtion ; and yet at the hearing half fo 
much given to a Saint in Heaven, they are preſently ſtartled ar the 
Blaſphemy, and their Stomachs-turn. And have not theſe Men very 
uneven Conſciences ? But it- ſeems *ris What you will, and as much 4s 


you will, excepting only tothe Virgin Mary and the-Sames. *- ©

. tain'd and deliver'd down to us by 

the Fajebfulof all ſucceeding Ages, 
and that *tis now the ſame as it 
. has been always, without addition 
or diminution. This Faith he owns 
declar'd in the Council of Trent, 


Explicated in the Catechiſm ad 
Parochos, in Verox's Rule of Faith, 


"Mm the Biſhop of XMearx's Book, in 


great numbers of other Catechi/ms 


ſet forth for the InſtruCtion of the 


Ignorant. This Faith he receives 
with the whole *Church, and thts 
ſame hedelivers, to Proſelytes, and 
when they- underſtand and aflent 
to this, he has no other part, no 
other kind of Faith to teach them. 
As to what therefore is ſuppos'd to 
be reſerv'd behind the Curtain,and 
not to be diſclos'd, tiil his Converts 
arefirſt madeſafeand faſtenough ; 
'tis nothing but Imagination, a 
vain Chimera, an idle Dream : 


”tis nothing but the Report of the 
Fewiſh Spies, (Nam, 13. 32.) who 


being

now taught them for a neceſ» ; 244%, gave it out, That however 
ſary. Duty, | +, Bleafant, and Inviting it ſeem'd:; 
£15 dF " ,,.,. yet thoſe, that enter'd it, would 
certainly find it full of Bugbears, and G1arts, and to be a' Land that 
devoureth the Inhabitants, ſo to diſcourage the People from going for- 
ward, and poſleſſing themſelves of the Country, God had commanded 
them to enter. ' And really he cannot but wonder at the ſtrange Con- 
fidence of fome in'this Particular, who knowing nothing more of his 
Religion, beſides the Extravagancies of ſome of its Profellors, that is, 
juſt enough to rail at ir, yet boldly undertake to inſtru him in his 
Faith, and to aſſure him, his Church teaches him.this and thas; that 
he's oblig'd to believe /o and /o ; that if he'sa Papiſt, he muſt do theſe 
and theſe things z, and ſo take upon them to inform him of his Reli- 
gion, and to perſuade him, they know it better than he do's; ſo run- 
ning over all the Yices, Follies, Exceſſes, Failings, Odd Opinions of any of 
his Communion, for ſo many Duties and Dedrins of his Church, Which 
to him ſeems ſo great an Abſurdity, that for his part he thinks every 
Sputtering Ador/rexr might as well ſet up to teach himthe 7djoms and 
true Pronunciation of the Ergliſh Tongue:: He that never ſaw more 
of the Ocean than Wrecks caſt upon the Shore, might as well undertake - 
to Pilate him over it : A Few might as well pretend to be his 2daſter 
in Chriſtianity; and every Scavenger to be Surveyor of the City. For 
what $kill are they likely to have of his Religion, who commonly look 
no farther into it, than to know how to ridicule itz and who cry up 
the Opinion of every Author, for the Doltrin of his Church ? He looks 
upon his Religion as of greateſt Concern to him imaginable,as teaching 
him how to ſerve God, and worſhip him after his own good Pleaſure, 
and directing him tothe beſt Means for the Salvation of his Soul. For 
this only Reaſon has he embrac'd his Religion, and for this only Reaſon 
do's he perſevere in it. And had he been taught by it. either at the 
time of his being reconcil'd, or aſter he was made ſafe and faſt enough 


- toit, any thing ſo Diſpleaſing to God, ſo Prophane, ſo Superſtitious, 


ſo Idolatrous, fo Cruel, ſo Silly, ſo Unreaſonable, as Adverſaries com- 
monly report, he acknowledges that he neither could, nor would be 
any longer a Member of it. He do's confeſs, that were the Doctrin of 
his Church ſo abominable and monſtrous, as is the Idea and Ilmagina- 
tion the Yulgar have'of it, or were it really guilty of what Pretenders 
of an higher Rank charge againſt it, that he would not only ſet the 

Ts Reforma- 
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Reformation before it, but even Turciſm; and the Savage Devotions of 
the Cannibals;z, and that he would mark out as many as' embrace it, for 


-nothing more than Brutes, Madmen, or Fools. But, God be thanked, 
'he finds his Religion oF another Conſtitution, and, as he is toappear be- 
'fore the \Divine Tribunal, he profeſles, that he has been never taught 


by his Church, either at his entrance, or any time after, any thing de- 
ſtruQive of his Duty he ows to'Goa, or his Neighbor ; but in moſt Par- 
ticulars, quite contrary to what 'tisreported. And that, amongſt many 


others, it has been to him a convincing Argument of the truth, of his 
Keligion, to ſee by what” Engines 'tisoppos'd: and that ſince he finds 


'tis render'd 0410+ tb the world, chiefly by Calummes, maliciow Exag- 
gerations, Miſinterpretations, falſe Applications, &c. he cannot but con- 
clude, that *tisonly the Devil is angry 2t it. But now upon the whole, 
to put the Sum of this Charge to the Examination of common Reaſon 
and Experience : If it were the Practice of his Church, to.invite in Pro- 
ſelytes by fair Propoſals, and repeated Proteſtations, that this 3s the only 
Dotrin of bis Church, and thus *r1s to be believ'd, and no farther : and when 
they are once madefafe and faſt enough, then to fill their Heads with 
Fopperies, to inſtill into them Abſurdities, to inſtruct them in Cruel- 
ties, to reveal to them Myſteries of Nonſenſe and Iniquity, and contra- 


diCt all the former ſo ſolemn Proteſtations : If this, I ſay, were the 


Caſe and Method'of his Church, muſt not a Man bid defiance to his 
Reaſon, to think that ſo conſiderable numbers of Converts ſhould go 
over-to her, and none make diſcovery of this Abuſe z that they ſhould 
be ſo bewitch'd, to find and ſee themſelves deceiv'd and cheated, and 
fit ſtill under the Sham, without delivering themſelues from the Impo- 
ſtore, and giving-caution of it to their Neighbors ? It is not unuſual in- 
deed in'er ial Matters for Men, after they have been cheated, by diſ- 
ſembling and filence to encourage others after them into the Trap for 
Company, as the Gentleman did, who on Chriſtmas-night having been 
deceiv'd firſt himſelf, ſtood by in filence to view Numbers crowd- 
ing 'into the Chappel, to ſee the Rocking of the Child, But to believe 
this of a world of Men, in a Buſineſs of Eternity, in a Concern of Sal- 
vation, inan Aﬀeair of their own Sowls, of. their Childrens, and their Ge. 
neration after them ; to think, that under ſhew of Paradiſe, they ſhould 
be trepann'd intoa Precipice of Hell, there voluntarily to remain, to de- 
ſire no Relief, not to cry out againſt the Cheat z butto be well ſatisfi'd 
with all, toacknowledge it an.ineſtimable Bleſſing-of Heaven, to invite 
their Friends after them, to beg God's Grace never to depart thence, 


but 
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but there always to live, and there to die z this is a thing beyond all 
credit, above the power of Nature, out of the reach of all Senſe and 
Reaſon ; and there needs no more than a bare repetition of it, for the 
proof of its being impoſſible and- to evidence that the Papiſ is not ſo 
induſtrious to hide any Clover-Foor hethas,' while he makes Converts ; 
as others are to borrow (4 know not whence) Fifty times more Clover- 
Feet, than the Beaſt had Horns in the-Hporalyps, and fix them upon the 
very Face of Popery: by ſuch Monſters to fright People from ap- 
proaching it, and to leſſenthe numbersof its Admirers.

T HE Papift is taught to 
eſteem Pilgrimages as a 
great Devotion 3 and for 
nearneſs and ſurenels there's 
no way with him to Heaven, 
like. going by Our Lady of Lon 
retto, Limina Apoſtolorum, or 
Compoſtella. Theſe Places are 
Antidote enouÞ$h againft the 
blackeſt of Sins; and he has 
very ill fortune, who leaves 
not here the guilt of all: his 
Crimes behind him, and 


comes .not as c/eaxy out, as 


Naaman out of Jordan. And 
is not this a rare Invention, 
to teach. People Chriſtianity 
by making thetn YVagabozas : 
to make them undervalue the 


. Repreſented, 


2 H E Papilt do's: not queſti- 
| & on but Going, in Pilgrimage, 
if it be done as it ought to be, is a 
Practice very acceptable to Gad, 
tho' not obligatory to any : But as 
for the relying upon res, fo as to 
neglect any other Chriſtian Duty, 
either of a holy Life, or a ſincere 
Repentance, - 'fus certainly moſt 
abſurd in it ſelf, wholly deſtru- 
Ctive of the Doctrin of Chriſt, and 
unbecoming as many as pretend 
to be his Followers. He is raught, 
and believes that nothing is capa- 
ble of reconciling a Sinner to 
Heaven, beſides the Grace of God 
working a Converſion upon the 
Heart, by a ſincere Repentance, 
and a firm Purpoſe of Amend- 


:'mendment ; and that to expect 


Remiſſion of Sin from the perfor- 
mance of any external Afion, 
without. 
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PraQice of a' Good Life, the 
Obſervance of the Command- 
ments,” anda hearty Conver- 
ſion, by {welling their Fanc 

with the great worth of thele 


Holy.. Rambles ? As if God 


did not hear our Prayers in 


all Places ; as if a contrite”” 


Heart were not as acceptable 
to God at home, as at Compo- 
ſtella; andas if Loretro, above 
other Places, had the Privi- 
lege of reconciling a hardned 
Sinner to the Favor of Hea- 
ven. He that thinks to exp1- 
atea Sin by” going Bare-foot, 
do's the Penance of a Gooſe, 
and only makes one Folly the 
atonement of another. But 
*tis the wondrous Images that 
draw the Papiſts to theſe Pla- 
ces, 'tis to Pray to them they 
goſo far, not queſtioning, bur 
by means of ſuch Favorites of 
.Heaven,they ſhall be the ſoon- 
er heard. For to what pur- 
| Pole elle do ſo many go in 
long Pilgrimages to certain 
Images, if they do not hope 
to be better heard for Praying 
there ? 


God the difficulty of his tirefom Jon 
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without this. izward change, is but 
a vain Preſumption, and a ground- 
leſs Hope. He is taught however, 
that many external Actions per- 


'form'dout.of. a real intention of 


appeaſing rhe juſt wrath of Hea- 


venz or for the "obtaining this 


Repentant Grace ; or in Tlank(- 
iving. for' Benefits receiv'd ; or 
or the increaſe of Devotion, are 

certainly very acceptable in the 

fight of God, and commendable in 

a Chriftian. Such are the Recital 


_ of Vocal Prayers, Tears, Viſiting 
<rhe Sick, Comforting ones Neighbor 


in Diſtreſs, Accompanying a Corps 
zo the Grave, &c. [And may not 
Pilgrimages here very reaſonably 
take place ? If theſe be underta- 
ken for the Honor of God, on any 
of the foremention'd Intentions 
what ſhoold hinder the excellen- 
cy of the End, from giving a true 
worth to the ACtion, and from an 
Tndifferent, making it a Chriſtian 
one? If a Man: will make his 
Prayers a Cloſ®work,, and ſay 
them to the Honor of his aker 
in that Retirement , he. do's very 
well : if another will go to: his 
Pariſh-Church-, to perform this 
Duty, he do's likewiſe welt: And 
ifa Third, having leifure, thinks 
fit to go Six Mile off upon the 
ſame good. Intention; Þelides the 
Prayers he's to ſay, offering to 


riiey, the denying himſelf the Com- 


pany of his Friends, the lawful Recreations, and agreeable Eafe, which 
in that time hemight, without offence, have enjoy'd; do's not he _ 
WwWIe 
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wiſedowell? Is there any ſuch Difference in. theic Three, either as to 
the Aion, the Objett, the Exd, the Intention, or any Circumſtance, that: 
what the Two former do, ſhould be moſt laudable and conformable to: 
the Duty of a Chriſttan; and what the. Third do's, ſhould be Ridicu- 
lous, and an idle Superſtition ? They appear to him all with the ſame 
Face; and he ſees no other diſagreement, than that, to the Prayers 
which the T'wo former ſay, the Laſt adds ſome Pains and Toil and Self- 
denial, which he voluntarily undergoes for the ſame £24, for which the 
Prayers are offer'd. Andit for doing rhss more, he is to be hiſsd at for 
a Lover of Fopperlies, then Farewel Chriſtianity. 

If weareto govern all our Actions, that are directed to the Honor 
of God, by that bare Weight and Meaſure, of doing nothing more thaw 
needs muſt ; T hen certainly Judas was in the right, when he condemw'd 
St. Mary Magdalen for a Prodigal, in waſting ſo mnch Rich Oint- 
ment on our Kedeemer's Feet, for waſhing them with her Tears, and 
wiping them with her Hair. Foſeph of Arimathea muſt be ſet on the 
ſame Flle, for his purchaſe of Spices and Perfumes, for the Enterment 
of Chriſt's Body: - And muſt not St. John Baptiſt come into the Liſt, 
for his anneceſſary Retirement into the Deſert, for his leaving his 
Father and Mother, and denying himſelf the farisfaCtion of their plen- 
tiful Table, for Locuſt and Wild Hony ? And what name muſt Zaccheus 
have, for; his ſa over-liberal and uncommandcd Proffer of, Lord, the half 
of my.Goods I give to the Poor ? Luc. 19. And then thoſe Primitive 
Chriſtians,” AG. 4. 34. who ſold their Lands and Houſes, and laid the 
Prices at the Apoſtles Feet, what better Title can they deſerve, belides 
of ſo many unthinking Prodigals, Enemies of Chriſtian Liberty, and 
Founders of Popiſh Fooleries ? But alaſs! Theſe are only impious and 
prophane Principles, under the Cloke of Reaſon and Religion, and 
covertly deſign't forthe overthrow, of what openly they pretend to' 
maintain. - Whoſoever conſiders the infinit Obligations Chriſtians 
ow to God, and the numberleſs and heinous Offences whereby they 
have ſo juſtly deſerv'd his Wrath, can never think they can do-to0 
much, either in Gratitude for what they have receiv'd, or in Acknow-' 
ledgment of what they have committed, or for the obtaining the Mercy 
they carneſtly deſire, but are always unworthy of, when they have done 
their A#.' At the end of our beſt Endeavors, of our greateſt Abnega- 
2i0ns, and the moſt zealous mortifying and humbling of our ſelves, we are 
ſtill Unprofitable Servants. And he that is afraid of over. doing in this 
kind, and forbears the performance of any thing he cando to the Honor 
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of :God, however Uiſagpveeable £>Fleth and Blood, br0ly pon the'Prin- 
iple of, Wibo requir'd this at thyhand? iis but a Criſtian bythalves, un- 
derſtands little of God's Goodreſs inthe Benefits and Bleflings he hag 
beſtaw'd, cenſiders,not the Blackzeſs of this Crimes, ſhuts his Eyes a= 
erinft the preſſing Example of Chriſt, whowhen he-could have.abun- . 
dantly merited ;our Redemprion by one Drop-of his'Sacred Blood, did 
notwithitanding, voluntarily, and -out -of the :excefs. of this:Charivy, 
permit himfelf to the mercileſs Rage of his malicious Enemies, to'be 
dragg't by themthrough Scorns, falſe Accuſations, Butjets, 'Scourgee, . 
Shame and Confulion, tothe tormenting and diſgraceful Death of the 
Grofs ; and this for us Men, and for our Example:; Examnple,l:fay,but 
x6p.out-dated, it feems, and not to be follow'd but by ſuch, who know: 
how to bear the derifion:of :Popery :and Foolery, :amd are: not afraid.of 
exer-doing,notwithſtanding the fo perverted Check of, Whoxeqnr'ithis 
at your toands ? And now,iticonſidering our Qbligations:toiGod, :our 
own Crimes, andthe Precedent of.our Redeemer, a Chriſtianits out of 
danger of doing too much, ,in whatſoever relates to the Hoxor of 'God ; 
why ſhould Pilgrimages be thrown by for Superflicions, 'which are -no- + 
thing but Going to Church to Praiſe and Prayito God, with the addition of 
a.tedious Journey, of being.expos'd to Hunger and:Cold, and of many 
Self-denials, which only thoſe are:truly ſenſible of, who have - gone 
thraugh them ? Are theſewoommebtobedone for:God ?'Or.need a Chri- 
ſtian be afraid of :coming too zear Chriſt, in voluntary Abnepationsiand 
Sufferings.? ' Can theſe ſo defile any Aion, that what .is otherwiſe Good 
and laudable, is now by ben: render'd:odious, and madea Crime? :Cer- 
tainly thoſe that are Aſſertersof this DoCtrin, neither know wemfelues, 
nor what God is, and are ſetting up for a New Heaven, to begain'd 
without pains or trouble, .and tor which thoſe «neaſic :Doftrins, -of 
Denymg our felues, of Forſaking all, of Taking up our Croſs and following 
Ghrift, are altogether «2neceſſary, andto be thrown by as the Dreams 
only of Melancholy Saints, andthe Relics of Popery. But'if fome think 
fit thus to embrace the Method of Abnegation, for the Honor:of God, 
and inPraiſmg his holy Name ; what neceflity of thus flocking 'to-'one 
Place \more-than another, ſince God is alike in all Places? *Fis true, 
God fills the whole 'World, there's no Placevoid of his-holy Preſence, 
and wherein he hears not the Prayers of allthofe, whowith Humility 
addreſs themſelves to him. And yet is evident teo:he manifeſts him- 
ſelf more particularly in onePlace than in another, and gives maſt-con- 
rincing Arguments, thatihe has a preference for ſome Places _ 
others, 
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others. The Reaſox-of thismay be as infcrutaþble as.his Judgments; 
but hawever thething is evident beyond exception. We are certain 
by Soxtprure, he made choice of the Landof Camas, before allother 
Cauntries; that im Canaan, Fernſulem was molt acceprable to- him; 
and that the Lordiloverh the Gates. of Sion, more thas. allithe Dwellings 
Fercoby, (Pſuli $7.) And if a Perſon in thoſe Times ſhould, nponthis 
Conſideration, have viſited theſe Places, to the Honor of Gadi and 
with hopes:of having lyis-Petivion chere:/oozer heard, what folly had he 
been-guilty'of ?IFGod'is ſo-pleas'&to.manifeſt his Power and:Goodneſs 
in Fordan, 'tis not the preferring of Abna. and' Pharphar before all the 
Waters of Iſrael, (2 King. 5.) can be reaſon enough to expect Relief in 
theſe, rather than in Forday: Geneſareth: may. de as good: as the Proba- 
rica, and'yet the Lame crowd about this, becauſe they find God has 
made choice of it for their Cure, He was certainly preſent withtheſe 
Cripples, while at home in their Houſes!; and yet they go. to ſeek him 
at this Pond, becauſe: he was pleas'd in that Place above others, to 
ſhew himſelf their Phyſician. 

And'now. if in the New: Law-unqueſtionable Hiſtories aſſure us, that 
God more particularly ſhews himſelf at the Tommurand! Alonmmments of his 
Sams and Martyrs; that there he ſends more, ſpeedy: Relief to the 
Cries:of the Poor ;. comforts the- Aﬀeicved, cures the Diſealed; and 
works more frequent Miracles thanelſewheve-;, are not theſe ſuffici- 
ent Motives, to call the Faithful thither, for imploring the Divine 
Aſſiſtance, and- obtaining his Mercy. ?' They: were certainly ſufficient in 
purer Times of Chriſtianity, and eſteem'd ſo by the Ancient Fathers, 
who frequently in- their Works: relate, how the Chriſtians, in their 
Times, us'&to flock: to-the Monumentsoff the Martyrs,there to-Honor 
God! in his Saints,aud! ro ſeek Redreſs for their Neceſſities. $. 4vgnſtin 
aſſures us this, ſpeaking of the Relics of St. Stephan, (Serm. 99. de Di» 
ver.) Mlitele Duh, fays he, ha call'a together. [0 grea a Multitude ;, 
the. Aſhes lie hid, bus the Benefits: are manifeſt. Think a. lietle, Chriſtians, 
how preat things. God has veſeru'd:for us in the State of Bliſs, who makgs

grant of their Petitions. Andithen do'snot St. Chnyſdſtomigive an Ac- 
count: in his Homily. of $t. Pelagia, Virgin and Martyr, how this-one 


deceas'd Virginevery Year drew: together the: whole City, ſuch an in- 
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finit number of People, and that this Solemnity was never omitted 
upon any account whatſoever? The Learned Author of Fovian (p.128.) 
likewiſe relates out of Sozomenns, how Gallis Ceſar built an Oratory at 
Antioch, wherein he placed the Body of Babylas the Martyr; upon 
which the Chriſtians left the Town to go and Worſhip there, the 
Temple of Apollo ſoon grew unfrequented, and the Oracle of Daphne 
became dumb, | 

But the Fathers yet go farther, and do not only relate the Matter of 
Fact, but eveninvite and exhort their Flock to uphold this ſo Godly a 
Practice : St. Baſi} (Epiſt. 291. ad Por. Epiſc.) ſpeaking of Eutychins 
and Damaz Martyrs, tells the Biſhops of Ports, that not only his City, 
but likewiſe the whole Country round about, Celebrates the Memory 
of theſe Martyrs, that the Church reminds them of it by him, andex- 
horts them to renew their ancient Cuſtom of coming to viſit him. 
St.. Chryſoftom in his Homily upon St. Bernice, Proſaoce, &c, ſays thus : 
Let us viſit them not only on this Day of their Feſtival, but alſo on other 
Days ; let us Pray to them, and heartily beſeech them to be our Patroneſſes : 
for the Confidence they had with God, when as yet alive, they continue to 
have now being dead; nay, *tis much greater now, And if upon the ſame 
Grounds and Motives, Chriſtians ſhould at this time vitit theſe Holy 
Places, and there offer themſelves and their Prayers to God, need 
there beany Apology to vindicate the Practice ? "Tis difficult to ima- 
gin, that what was ſo approv'd and recommended for a Chriſtian Per- 
formance in thoſe Primitive Times, ſhould now be no better than a 
Scandal. 

But however, ſuppoſing God did not ſhew his more ſpecial Preſence 
at theſe Places than at others, that he heard the Prayers of the Faith- 
ful alike in all Places ; yet are not there wanting very Conſiderable 
Motives to invite Chriſtians to viſit the Monuments of the Adartyrs : 
theſe being moſt certainly Privileg'd above all other Oratories or 
Churches, for the increaſing Devotion inthe Faithful, for the ſtrength- 
ning their Faith, eſtabliſhing their Hope , enlarging their Charity, 
and encouraging them to the Exerciſe of all Vertues, andto the choice 
of Torments and Death it ſelf, rather than to ſin againſt Heaven. 
"Tis very allowable even amongſt the moſt /qzeamiſh of Chriſtians, to 
paſs by their own Pariſh-Church, and goto another at a diſtance, where 
they think they ſhall be more edifi'd :; and 'why not thus in our Caſe ? 
'Tis certain, Places ſpeak to the Faithful, as well as fer 3 and none 
move ſo.effeftually as thoſe where the Bodies of Martyrs lie. Ran 

roken 
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broken Boxes aud Relics are a moſt powerful Leſſon to a Chriſtian Soul. 
Theſe touch: to the quick, and make the Beholders aſham'd and con- 
founded at their own Weakneſs and Neglect, 'when they ſee what 
Theſe have ſuffer'd, rather than offend. Their Words, and the con- 
ſideration of their Tortures born for Chriſt's ſake, move above the 
power of Words, and are a moſt ſevere Reprehenſion to thoſe, who 
repine at every Trouble z who cannot ſerve God, but when they are 
honor'd, and under every little AfﬀiCtion are ready 'to curſe God and 
die. Can any thing ſo forcibly improve 'in us the true Love of God; 
as their Example ? Can we be afraid of any thing, when we contem- 
plate their Courage ? Can we think it tco much to forſake our Plea- 
ſures, in ſubmiſſion to God's Commands ? when we behold thoſe, who 
rather than tranſgreſs,- thought not much to lay down their Lives ? 
And if a Soul receives theſe Benefits from the.Viſiting and Praying at 
the Tombs of Martyrs and Saints, what influence will not thoſe Holy 
Places of our Redeemer's Birth, his Death, Paſſion, Reſurreftion and A- 
ſcenſion, have upon a Chriſtian Soul ? St. Ferom and Melania, with the 
reſt of the Holy Women, can give ſome account of this. And moſt par- 
ticularly that Devout Pilgrim mention'd by: St: Franc Sales (Love of 
God, l. 7.c. 12.) who having vilited all theſe in order, with great De- 
votion and Humility, in contemplation of the Myſteries of our Redem- 
ption, and receiv'd Impreſſions in his Soul, according to the Exigency 
of each Paſlage ; at length upon Mount Ol:ver, his Heart being diſ- 
ſolv'd in Tears of Grief and Love, thus addreſs'd himſelf to Heaven ; 
O Feſus, my ſweet Feſms, 1 have now n9 farther to follow thee on Earth, 
grant to my poor Heart, that it may follow thee to Heaven ;, And in theſe 
tervent Words breath'd out his Soul to his Redeemer. And now if 
theſe Places are fo highly Privileg'd above others, for the advantage of 
Souls, and the improvement of all Chriſtian Vertues in them, is it not 
rather a Commendation than a Scandal to viſit them ? Is it not hecom- 
ing a Chriſtian to. ſeek all earns for his Salvation, tho' it be with 

Trouble, Pains, and Sclf-denials. | 
*'Tis no ſurpriſing thing, to ſee Men expoſe themſelves to the dan- 
gers of Winds and Seas, to ſuffer Hunger and Cold in their tedious 
and difficult Travels, to truſt their Lives to ravenous Beaſts, and ta 
the Civility of, Infidels, Barbarians and Cannibals; and this only fer 
ſatisfying their Cxrzoſity,. or art the beſt, for the improving their Tem- 
poral Eftate, And why may not this be done for the Honor of God, and 
increaſe of Deyotion.? Is it notas commendable ina Chriſtian, to take 
- as 
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as much painsfor the. Love: of. God and the:Goodiof his;Soul; asforany 
Worldly [ntereſf? Or may:he doas much:as;he liſts, fon the raifing his 
Family 5, and he under reſtraint as.to the gainingSalvation? Nothing, 
it ſeems, then can. be 00. web, ſa.it be done forthis Warld ; here'sno 
need of Intimation. or: expreſs Command. from: Heaven, but dv alb you 
can think on, and. all. you. are able..
